NBC News diplomatic correspondent Marvin 
Kalb reported yesterday that Shultz had decided 
to visit Israel, Egypt, Jordan, Saudi Arabia and 
Syria, beginning on June 15. But State Depart¬ 
ment officials disputed that report, insisting that 
no final decisions had been made. 

Shultz has recently been asked by Israel, Egypt 
and Jordan to get involved again in the sialled 
peace process. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres recently dispatch¬ 
ed Minister-without-Portfolio Ezer Weizman to 
Washington to appeal to Shultz to devote more of 
his energies to strengthening Israeli-Egyptian re¬ 
lations. 

U.S. officials said the secretary was prepared to 
do so provided that Israel and Egypt first achieved 
some procedural breakthrough in their effort to 
establish the terms of reference for arbitrating the 
Taba border dispute. Shultz, during a visit to the 
region, would like to make such an announce¬ 
ment. A visit by Shultz to the region would appear 
to signal that an agreement has been virtually 


reached and that Shultz would formally wrap it up. 

The State Department's legal adviser. Judge 
Abraham Sofaer, has been shuttling between 
Egypt and Israel this week, attempting to bridge 
the remaining differences over the Taba arbitra¬ 
tion. He is now on his way back to Washington. 

On Wednesday, the White House announced 
that King Hussein had been invited to meet with 
President Reagan, Vice President Bush and 
Shultz in Washington on June 9. The king is 
coining to the U.S. to attend the high school 
graduation of one of his daughters. 

Peres is expected to come to the U.S. about a 
week later to attend a June 15 meeting in Miami of 
Operation Independence, a private initiative of 
several top American Jewish businessmen aimed 
at promoting the Israeli economy. 

From there, Peres is scheduled to visit South 
America. But U.S. and Israeli officials have 
refused to rule out the possibility of Peres also 
coming to Washington for talks with Reagan and 
Shultz.

Syria may mend fences with Iraq; 
end its support of the Iranians

Syria is considering a shift away 
from Iran and towards a rapproche¬ 
ment - and possibly even a unity 
government - with Iraq. 

Syrian moves toward a reconcilia¬ 
tion with Iraq could be aimed at 
obtaining badly needed aid from the 
Gulf Arab states and oil supplies 
from Iraq. Alternatively, they could 
be aimed at pressuring Iran to renew 
its oil supplies to Syria and to induce 
its Shi’ite proteges in Lebanon not to 
upset Syrian policies there. 

Syria and Iraq have been holding 
negotiations recently through the 
offices of King Hussein of Jordan. 
According to Arab sources in 
Washington, the talks could lead to 
the establishment of a unity govern¬ 
ment between the two countries, the 






Boston Globe reported yesterday. 

Iran suspended oil deliveries to 
Syria recently because of an unpaid 
debt of $1 billion for past supplies. 
The suspension has exacerbated the 
severe fuel shortage in Syria where 
supplies are so short that even cook¬ 
ing oil is sold ou the black market. 
By holding talks with Iraq, Syria may 
be seeking to press Iran to renew its 
oil shipments. 

The talks could also be aimed at 
pressing Iran to stop its Lebanese 
proteges from threatening Syrian 
hegemony in Lebanon. 

Recently, Iranian-backed terror¬ 
ists have clashed with Syrian troops 
in Baalbek and there haw been 
reports that Lebanese Shi’ites are 
frying to set up an alterative gov¬ 
ernment to that of President Amin 


Jemayel. Syria, which regards Leba¬ 
non as a protectorate, opposes such 
a move, because it would make con¬ 
trol of Lebanon more difficult. 

In their negotiations, Baghdad has 
offered to supply Syria with oil if it 
reopens the pipeline, shut by Syria in [ 
1982, that connects the Kirkuk oil- * 
field with the Syrian port of Latakia. 
Saudi Arabia has offered to give 
Syria badly needed aid if it achieves a 
reconciliation with Iraq. j 

For Israel, such a reconciliation 
would mean the establishment of a 
united Sunni front among its Arab 
enemies. 

The Iranian daily Kayhan yester¬ 
day said King Hussein's efforts to 
bring Damascus and Baghdad closer 
together were aimed at driving a 
wedge between Iran and Syria. 


A police investigation into the 
General Security Services scan¬ 
dal is inevitable, a senior source 
in the Prime Minister’s Office 
said last night. The deadline for a 
compromise formula on the 
affair is now only days away, with 
Police Inspector-General David 
Kraus due back from abroad 
next week. 

Yesterday, Yitzhak Shamir, 
prime minister at the time of the 
April, 1984 incident in which two 
Arab terrorists were killed after the 
hijacking of a bus from Tel Aviv to 
Ashkelon, refused to discuss his role 
in the affair which stands at the heart 
of the present controversy over the 
GSS’s head. 

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
insisted on an investigation of GSS 
head Avraham Shalom after receiv¬ 
ing reports from top GSS operatives 
- who were later compelled to leave 
the service - alleging that evidence 
had been destroyed and that witnes¬ 
ses had coordinated their testimo¬ 
nies to mislead inquiry committees. 

Asked if he knew about the kill¬ 
ings or the subsequent alleged GSS 
cover-up that followed, Shamir said. 
“I can’t go into details. I'm pre¬ 
vented from doing so. 

“I knew what a prime minister 
ought to know - and acted accor¬ 
dingly." The head of the GSS is 
responsible only to the prime minis¬ 
ter. 

Zamir yesterday said that the 
whole affair “has deteriorated into 
vile and slanderous lies.” and that 
the public was, regrettably, being 
presented with a distorted picture of 
the entire episode. The full picture 
would emerge eventually, he said. 

Zamir said yesterday that “within

Agriculture Minister Arye 
Nehamkin yesterday signed an 
emergency measure authorizing the 
water commissioner to cut off the 
water supply to any municipality or | 
settlement that exceeds its monthly ; 
water quota. Local council heads 
and other administrators were 
warned by Nehamkin this week that 
they would face water shortages if 
they do not cut water use by 10 to 15 
percent. 

The emergency measure does not 
specify the duration of the dry period 
to be borne by delinquent regions. 
Nehamkin told the Army radio last 
night that he hoped the extreme step 
would teach the public and adminis¬ 
trators to be very careful in their use 
of water. 

Urban users consume 22 per cent 
of the country's water, with farmers 
using 72 per cent.

arrival he will automatically start up 
the investigation' 1 of the GSS chief 
and several of his aides. 

Waiting in Kraus's safe is a letter 
from Zamir, handed to Kraus just 
before he left for a holiday, instruct¬ 
ing him to open the police investiga¬ 
tion. 

Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
would prefer a solution other than a 
police investigation or a judicial 
commission of inquiry into the GSS 
chiefs actions. But if no compromise 
solution was found, acceptable to 
Zamir, then “I prefer a police inves¬ 
tigation over any other investiga¬ 
tion.” Bar Lev said yesterday. 

Meanwhile, Tel Aviv attorney 
Amnon Goldenberg yesterday de¬ 
nied that he had been approached to 
serve as special adviser to Justice 
Minister Moda'i in the GSS case. 
Goldenberg told The Jerusalem Post 
that he had phoned Zamir to tell him 
that there was no truth in stories of 
his being appointed to by-pass the 
attorney-general's authority. 

“Zamir knows my stand, that 
there can be no compromise on the 
rule of law. He accepted my assur¬ 
ances,'’ Goldenberg said. 

Zamir yesterday evening express¬ 
ed satisfaction at the ‘“withdrawal" 
of the Goldenberg appointment. 
“Had it gone through, it would have 
been an aberrant step, without pre¬ 
cedent" 

During a tour of Jewish settle¬ 
ments in Samaria yesterday, Shamir 
repeatedly argued that the whole 
issue should be dropped because it 


was seriously harming the GSS. 

' Shamir also said that Zamir 
should quit office. "No one did any¬ 
thing wrong." in the affair, Shamir 
insisted. "The people engaged in this 
work [of the CGS] did not embezzle, 
did not slip-up. They are loyal, they 
have proved their loyalty. They 
should be respected, supported. In¬ 
stead, people have suddenly come 
along and smeared their names, and 
published things, so that those who 
know no better think they are ene¬ 
mies of the state. We mustn’t be 
misled by people...who are harming 
the state's security [with these 
smears]," Shamir said. 

“No one says that in this country 
anyone or anything is above the law. 
But there are certain norms, certain 
modes of operation for which the 
people engaged in the state’s secur¬ 
ity are responsible....There are cer¬ 
tain procedures which the security 
forces have followed since establish¬ 
ment of the state, and they have 
proved themselves.” Shamir con¬ 
tinued. 

“Secrecy shrouds everything ab¬ 
out the GSS - the identity of its men. 
its structure, its mode of operation, 
its means of operation. The minute 
you disclose all this...the damage is 
enormous,” he said. 

It was for this reason, Shamir said, 
that he was also opposed to even a 
secret inquiry. 

“We don't need further commis¬ 
sions of inquiry. We have had 
enough commissions of inquiry, and 
they haven't done Israel much good. 

Asked if an investigation would 
not resolve the matter more com¬ 
pletely, allowing the public to lay it 
at rest, Shamir said, U I don't know if 
the matter would be laid to rest, but 
the GSS may be.”

Twelve suspected war criminals, 
in the process of being deported 
from the U.S., will apparently be 
free to escape to some more accom¬ 
modating country. Four others have 
already done so. 

This information comes from in¬ 
terviews with officials at the U.S. 
Office of Special Investigations and 
the Israeli Justice Ministry’s interna¬ 
tional section. However, the fact 
that the 12 are being subject to 
deportation proceedings, indicates 
that the U.S. is m aking progress in 
ridding itself of the estimated 10,000 
war criminals who entered the coun- 
■ try after World War II by lying about 
their identities. 

At the same time, the U.S. effort 
reveals how little Israel has done by 
comparison to bring war criminals to 
justice, critics in Israel say. 

Officials in the Justice Ministry 
deny Israel is not working hard 
enough, but the fact remains, that 
neither Israel, nor any other coun¬ 
ty, has tried to extradite the 12, who 
include two alleged members of Lat¬ 
vian and Lithuanian units that mur¬ 
dered Jews, anda Latvian policeman . 
accused of rounding up 600 children 
for slaughter in 1941. 

None of the suspects are in jail, 
because deportation is a civil pro¬ 
ceeding in which judges rarely see 
the need to have the accused 
arrested, according to Michael Wolf, 
deputy director of (he Office of Spe¬ 
cial Investigations, the U.S. agency 
charged with deporting war crimin¬ 
als. The U.S. deports war criminals 
because it has no law providing for 
their prosecution. 


Under the circumstances, suspects 
facing deportation could conceiv¬ 
ably leave the U.S., assuming they 
could get some other country to 
accept them. Wolf said. This applies 
not only to the 12 now inovlved in 
the deportation process but to 
almost all the 490 suspected war 
criminals OSI is now investigating. 

Of the 12. five, who are accused of 
collaborating with the Nazis and 
assisting in the persecution of Jews, 
have already been stripped of their 
' citizenship and taken to court for a 
deportation trial, Wolf said. 
Another seven, who never received 
citizenship, are facing deportation 
proceedings in Immigration Court. 

The list includes mostly Latvians, 
Lithu anians and Ukr ainians who 
collaborated with the Nazis. They 
seryed as officers of concentration 
camp guard units, or as police chiefs 
or mayors of towns where ghettos 
were formed. 

Henrikas Benkunskas is accused 
of belonging to tbe Second Lithua¬ 
nian Battalion, a roving murder 
squad believed to have killed 
thousands of Jews and others in 
Byelorussia. Conrads Kalejs 
allegedly belonged to the Arajs 
Commando, which performed a 
similar job in Latvia. 

Kazys Paldauskas, the mayor of 
Kaunas, Lithuania, gave the orders 
to set up a ghetto, required the Jews , 
to wear yellow stars and confiscated , 
their property. 

At tbe U.S. trial of Boleslavs 
Maikovskis, survivors charged that 
the former Latvian policeman bad 
rounded up 600 children for slaugh¬ 
ter in 1941. They recalled him pistol-

Muhammed Haj Yahia was 
watching television late on Wednes¬ 
day night. Suddenly, he heard a 
noise and then saw the flames leap¬ 
ing fro in under tbe door of his flat in 
Jerusalem’s French Hill neighbour¬ 
hood. 

The arson attempt on the apart¬ 
ment where the 29-year-old social 
work doctoral student lives followed 
two weeks of harassment which he 
suspects came from the Kach party. 

In the last two weeks, Haj Yahia 
has twice found yellow notes on his 
door. bearing the Kach insignia, 
“Arab, don’t you dare talk to a 
Jewess,” they read. The day before 
the fire, his door was spray-painted 
in bold black letters: “Arabs, 
Kahane will take care of you. Kach” 

Haj Yahia's neighbours helped 
him put out the blaze, tried to clear 
up and even offered to put him up for 
the night, he says. Both be and his 
neighbours said yesterday that rela¬ 
tions between them were “excel¬ 
lent.” Haj Yahia, who is from Taibe 
in the Triangle, had no problems 
renting the apartment, which is 
Jewish-owned. He has lived in Jeru¬ 
salem for the past nine years. 

“I was too scared to go to sleep 
after the incident, and some friends 
of'mine came to sleep over,” be 
recalled yesterday, after spending 
hours cleaning the soot-covered 
door and walls of his flat. “I was 
afraid they would come is again 
through the window near my bed.” 

Now Haj Yahia questions visitors 
before he opens the charred door of 
his home. A knock at the door jolts 
him. He considers the arson a “mur¬ 
der attempt.” 

You feel harassed, unsure, un¬ 
easy, you can’t plan anything even 


for a minute. When I go out now, I 
find myself looking over my shoul¬ 
der. I'm afraid, but not to the point 
that Til be drawn into confrontation. 
I just want to defend myself and my 
right to live where I please," he said. 
Both Haj Yahia and his neighbours 
balk at any suggestion that the arson¬ 
ist could have come from wi thin the 
building. He believes the incident 
may be connected to a group of 
youths he has recently seen loitering 
in the neighbourhood, and who he 
says have been eyeing him in recent 
days. 


“He is very quiet, and there have 
been no problems between us," said 
a neighbour. **I believe Jews have a 
right to live anywhere, and that also 
goes for the Arabs.” 

The arson is the latest in a series of 
incidents of anti-Arab vandalism in 
Jerusalem in recent months. Last 
week, anti-Arab slogans were 
daubed on the walls of an apartment 
bin]ding in Kiryat Hayovei where 
two Arab students live. Earlier this 
year two Neve Ya’acov apartments 
occupied by Arab families were set 
alight.

France to pay $1 billion 
for hostages, CBS says 

NEW YORK (Reuter). - A U.S. 
television network has said France 
will pay Iran $1 billion fotthe release 
of French hostages held in Lebanon 
and that some of them may be freed 
by the end of the week.

UN mandate on Golan 
renewed for 6 months 

UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). - 
The Security Council agreed unani¬ 
mously at a brief meeting yesterday 
to a six-month renewal of the man¬ 
date of the UN force on the Golan 
Heights. 

In complementary action, the 
council endorsed a statement by 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar that, despite the current 
quiet in the Israeli-Syrian relations, 
the Middle East situation was poten¬ 
tially dangerous and likely to re main 
so until there was a comprehensive 
settlement.

Reagan now likely to win final 
approval for Saudi arihs sale

Washington. - President 

Reagan’s scaled-down missile sale to 
Saudi Arabia is now virtually certain 
of winning final approval by the 
Senate next week. White. House and 
Congressional sources said yester¬ 
day. 

Reagan’s intense personal lob¬ 
bying for the package, coupled with 
Saudi Arabia's decision to withdraw 
its request for Stinger shoulder-fired 
anti-aircraft missiles, appears to 
have won enough Republican sup¬ 
port for the sale. The deal also 
includes Sidewinder air-to-air mis¬ 
siles and Harpoon anti-ship missiles. 

Earlier this month, the Senate 
rejected the Saudi arms package by a 
73-22 vote. The House of Repre¬ 
sentatives rejected it 356 to 62. But 
Reagan last week formally vetoed 
that legislation. Congress can over¬ 


ride a presidential veto only by pas¬ 
sing fresh legislation by two-thirds 
majorities in both the Senate and 
House. . 

The White House has focused its 
attention solely on the Republican- 
controlled Senate. To sustain the 
veto, Reagan will need the support 
of 34 senators - assuming all 100 
members are present during the roll- 
call. 

White House and Congressional 
head-counters yesterday said the 
president appeared certain of having 
at least 34 supporters, meaning that 
the Democratic-controlled bouse 
will not be able to kill the sale. 

- In addition to the 22 original sup¬ 
porters of the sale, Reagan is said to 
have picked up the votes of three 
Republicans who were absent during 
the first vote. 

Reagan has also turned around 


seven senators who originally 
opposed the sale - Republicans Wil¬ 
liam Roth of Delaware, John East 
and Jesse H elms of North Carolina, 
and Chic Hecht of Nevada, as well as 
Democrats Lloyd Bentsen of Texas, 
Dennis DeCondni of Arizona and 
Bennett Johnston of Louisiana. That 
should bring the total up to 32 votes. 

White House -and Congressional 
sources said Reagan was also virtual¬ 
ly certain of picking up the votes of 
Republican William Armstrong of 
Colorado and Democrat James 
Exon of Nebraska. That would give 
him the necessary 34 votes.

Progress made on Taba 


Post Diplomatic Correspondent 
U.S. negotiator Abraham Sofaer, 
the State Department's legal advis¬ 
er, was due to return to Cairo last 
night to continue his Taba shuttle, 
following a second meeting yester¬ 
day morning with Prime Minister 
Peres, Vice Premier Shamir and De¬ 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

Avraham Tanrir, director-general 
of the Prime Minister’s Office and 
co-head of the Israeli delegation to 
the talks, yesterday said Sofaer had 
made “considerable progress'’ and 
that “we are very near the finishing 
line. We will conclude a comprom¬ 
is, ” the agreed document outlining 
the arbitration terms of reference. 

Sofaer is taking to Cairo alterna¬ 
tives to the original Israeli proposal 
for the question in the Taba arbitra¬ 
tion compromis, which was to have 
the arbitrators determine the “cor¬ 
rect location” of the border between 


Israel and Egypt. 

Egypt has consistently objected to 
the word “correct.” Sofaer and the 
Israeli leaders have agreed to the 
deletion of the word and to trying 
out a number of alternatives which 
may be acceptable to Egypt.' 

If Egypt agreed to one of the 
alternatives, full agreement on the 
compromis wilj have been reached. 
Whether or not Egypt agrees, Sofaer 
will return over the weekend to 
Washington. If the disagreement 
persists, he will return to the region, 
probably next week, to continue the 
shuttle. 

One of the alternatives Israel is 
suggesting is that the appendix to the 
question be worded in such a way as 
to enable the arbitrators to deter¬ 
mine the accurate borderline rather 
than merely look for the “location” 
of the Mandatory-era border mar¬ 
kers, as Egypt wants.

Peace group visits Hebron 
to support Arab shopkeepers

HEBRON. - Tight security mea¬ 
sures-were imposed here yesterday 
as a group of activists via ted the Beit 
Hadassah building to show solidarity 
with Arab shopkeepers whose stores 
have been fenced off by the IDF. 

Dozens of Arab cars were backed ■ 
up at roadblocks on the Jeiusalem- 
Hebron highway and at the entrance 
to the city. Heavy reinforcements of 
troops and army jeeps patrolled 
around Beit Hadassah as some 30 
activists, from the local branch of the 
International Fellowship of Recon¬ 
ciliation and the Palestinian Centre 


for the Study of Nonviolence, shop¬ 
ped at the stores. The store owners 
have complained the fence and sear¬ 
ches by soldiers have discouraged 
local shoppers. The IDF says .the 
fence is a security measure to protect; 
the settlers living above the stores. '''. 
The activists, who espouse a phi¬ 
losophy of non-violent protest ar¬ 
rived ia three Arab taxis, which 
passed through the roadblocks with¬ 
out incident. The activists included 
Israelis, Palestinians and foreigners. 
Witnesses said the military governor 
of Hebron, Sgan Aluf Moshe Givati, 
visited Beit Hadassah during the 
group’s half-hour visit to the stores.

They were arrested in the British 
territory ou April 21, after arriving 
from London.

“I have never been -so dis¬ 
appointed in anything like I was with 
the AZYF [American Zionist Youth 
Foundation] tour. I have been to 
Israel before and the other time I 
loved it. But if I bad never visited 
Israel before, after going on your 
trip, I doubt if I would ever want to 
go back. I think that AZYF has no 
right to be a tour group and I can 
guarantee that no one I know will 
ever go on an AZYF tour. ” 

This is one of dozens of scathing 
comments in a report on some of the 
Israel summer programmes for 
American high school pupils and 
college students, operated in Israel 
by the World Zionist Organization’s 
Youth and Hehalutz Department, 
and organized in the U.S. by its 
affiliate, the AZYF. The report, 
commissioned by the AZYF, is 
based on questionnaires filled out by 
participants in the 1985 programmes 
before and after their trip. 

Because of the severe organiza¬ 
tional deficiencies revealed^ the 
study has not yet been submitted'by 
AZYF heads to the board of direc¬ 
tors. 

The report, obtained by The Jeru¬ 
salem Post , notes that the program¬ 
mes had only a slight positive effect 
on the pro-Israel feelings held by the 
participants prior to the tour, led to 
“virtually no increase” in their Zion¬ 
ist orientation and actually lessened 
their interest in Judaism. This is in 
contraSl to other Studies, which have 
shown the''positive effects of-an 
“Israel' experience” ’ on Diaspora 
youth. (See story, page 6.) 


The report also notes pervasive 
complaints about misleading pre- 
trip information and inefficient 
handling of travel arrangements by 
the AZYF in the U.S.;-and about 
disorganized tours, poor accom¬ 
modation, untrained guides and 
apathetic group-leaders (modrichim) 
provided by the Youth and Hehalutz 
Department in Israel. 

While citing the positive com-, 
meats made by many of the partici¬ 
pants - “my trip was the best thing 
that ever happened to me” - the 
report concludes that “the over¬ 
whelming tone was negative.” . . 

Youth and Hehalutz director- 
general Menahem Revivi reacted by 
saying that die study focused on a 
“problematic” group of summer 
programme participants comprising 
about 800 of the 6,000 youth that 
came last year from the U.S.. 

' These tours, he said, were com¬ 
posed of young people with varied 
backgrounds who had not met prior

Premier Peres said yesterday that 
there was no proof that the political 
leadership had authorized any action 
taken by die GSS in the bus hijack. 

Nor is it in the nature of things for 
the current prime minister to ex¬ 
amine the actions of his predeces¬ 
sors, he told reporters. 

The prime minister maintained 
that he had not received any in¬ 
formation about the affair when he 
took office, nor had he expected to, 
because he did not deal with history. 

He reiterated his opposition to an 
investigation which, he believed, 
might jeopardize state security. 

“If we want to investigate some¬ 
body or bring him to trial, we have to 
give him file right to defend him¬ 
self,” said Peres. 

“I fear that we would not be able 
to give the GSS people the right to 
defend their position, which is one of 
innocence, because to do that we 
would have to allow them to unveil, 
those secrets that they thfnfc are 
relevant to their defence.” 

Peres expressed his total confi¬ 
dence in tins bead of the GSS and 
said he wo old continue to support 
him in the interests of state security 
as long as there was no evidence 
against him. 

Aluf (res.) Meir Zorea, who 
headed the original inquiry commis¬ 
sion on the case, told Israel TV last 
night that “the worst danger to 
security is false testimony in the 
army and security services.” 

The Zorea inquiry centred on the 
cause of death, and the responsibil¬ 
ity for the killin g of two of the 
hijackers who had been taken from 
the bus alive, after the army had 
stormed the vehicle. 

Zorea said he has not sensed any 
cover-up when he had investigated 
the matter. But had such a cover-up 
taken place, “I would see it as most 
grave. And not because of the bus, 
or the terrorists, they are not what is 
in question.. What is in question is 
whether members of the army or 
secret service gave false testimony.” 

The Zorea commission, and a sub¬ 
sequent commission headed by State 
Attorney Yosa Blattman, found 


that the head of the Paratroop 
Corps, Yitzhak Mordechai. was im¬ 
plicated in the killing. Mordechai 
was subsequently cleared by a one- 
man IDF court. It is in connection 
with the original conclusions relating 
to Mordechai, that the present scan¬ 
dal has erupted. 

Zorea said he favoured a secret 
investigation, and believed the pub¬ 
lic had a right to know what had 
happened in principle, not in detail. 
But, he addol, “if ties have perme¬ 
ated the security forces, that’s the 
death of us." 

Zamir and the Prime Minister’s 
Office are divided about the stand¬ 
ing of the controversy in^jublic opin¬ 
ion, a matter to which both sides 
seem to attach great importance. 
Zamir believes that the newspapers 
are almost unanimously behind him , 
while “foe street is divided.” The 
Prime Minister’s Office, on the other 
hand, believes that the public is 
largely behind Peres, the press 
almost balanced, and that TV is 
tilting towards the inner cabinet’s 
position. 

The inner cabinet, which met on 
Sunday, tried to dissuade 2^uxur’s 
move for a police investigation, but 
did not turn it down. It did, however, 
refuse to countenance Shalom’s sus¬ 
pension for the duration of the 
probe, which Zamir is insisting on. 

There were no contacts yesterday 
between Zamir and die Prime Minis¬ 
ter's Office or other inner cabinet 
members over the affair . Press re¬ 
ports have speculated that the 
cabinet ministers may prefer the 
establishment of a judicial commis¬ 
sion of inquiry to probe the various 
charges in secret, rather than a 
police investigation. Zamir has said 
that he would be willin g to consider 
theidea. 

Given the common stand taken by 
Peres and Shamir in the case so far, 
Labour Ministers do not anticipate a 
political crisis at this stage- But this 
could change if an investigation be¬ 
gins to throw light on the activities of 
ministers dining and after the hijack¬ 
ing.

In a cool basement room of the 
Jerusalem Theatre, the leading lady 
of the Spanish theatre described the 
tumult of cultural Ufe In a land 
ravaged by civil war and dicta¬ 
torship, sudden freedom and demo¬ 
cracy. 

Nuria Espert - ageless, elegant 
and speaking a simple, almost child¬ 
like English in which she conveyed 
adult thoughts about politics and the 
theatre - seemed to be on stage, 
even though she was sitting at one"of 
the round, formica tables in the 
theatre basement. The press confer¬ 
ence seemed almost a one-woman 
play on the dangers of living in a land 
where civil war has spun webs of 
danger and hatred, sorrow and ten¬ 
sion. 

Using her hands and her eyes, and 
even her long black hair, to help her 
through the difficult words in En¬ 
glish. Spain's leading interpreter of 
Federico Garda Lorca’s plays, de¬ 
scribes the political control over the 
theatre that existed in Franco's 
Spain. Actors and directors were 
forced “to reach deep into the text” 
to glean political meaning out of the 
sentimental melodramas allowed for 
production, Espert recalls. 

Lorca was murdered by the Fran¬ 
cois ts in 1936. It was only in the 
1960s that it again became legal to 
even read his work in Spain. And 
only in the last years of Franco's life 
were any of Lorca’s plays produced. 

• :‘pn _the 50th anniversary of 'his 
; njuitier;. a' Lorca festival is.plaqned', 
for Grenada,' and his remaining rela¬ 
tives are establishing a museum in 
the town where all his manuscripts 
will be housed. Espert’s company, a 
private repertory group “with a re¬ 
pertoire like a national theatre," 
according to Festival artistic director 
Oded Kotler, is performing three 
Lorca plays during the Israel Festiv¬ 
al. 

For Espert, the aftermath of the 
civil war has been the central experi¬ 
ence in her fife. Listening to her

change a society undergoes under a 
dictator, how evil is the hatred that 
divides a people.

But 
always, she says, “they are honest, 
they are intelligent.’* The “old peo¬ 
ple” - and she does not mean a 
chronological age, but rather a poli¬ 
tical one - “well, they are...” and 
here she sweeps her black hair back¬ 
wards from her forehead and simply 
smiles at the reporters. They under¬ 
stand.

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Spain's political liberalization have 
artists begun re-establishing their 
links to that cultural past that Franco 
slashed out of the country's memory. 

She describes the suddenness of 
freedom which came with Franco's 
demise as leaving artists in almost 
fearful awe at the blank pages and 
empty stages upon which they were 
told they could create. There is no 
more fear. But she still vividly recalls 
the “tensions” of the past, when 
ideas were forbidden and her work 
was banned. 

Thus, she remembers how four 
times in the early 1970s the author¬ 
ities prevented her from performing 
Lorca. 

“By the fifth time. I was in the 
dressing room, and I was the only 
calm person. I knew that there 
would be no play. Then l was on the 
srage, and still 1 was calm, for I did 
not believe they would let us per¬ 
form. 

“Only afterwards, when the play 
was over and we had accomplished 
this marvellous political and cultural 
moment, did I realize that we had 
performed the piece.” 

And then, she turned to the text 
for the answer to the question of 
what it was like in Spain after Fran¬ 
co. 

The House of Bemarda Alba is a 
Lorca masterpiece about a powerful 
woman who keeps her daughters 
locked up in her home. “Imagine if 
Bemarda were to die,” said the

WASHINGTON. - The U.S. and Israel can be 
expected to increase their cooperation in combat¬ 
ing international terrorism in the near future, 
according to U.S. Attorney-General Ed Meese 
who recently completed an eight-day visit to 
Israel. 

Meese told The Jerusalem Post of the already 
high degree of cooperation between the two 
countries in “the sharing of intelligence, doctrine 
and tactics.” But given the apparently growing 
threat to the U.S. and Israel, tins cooperation will 
get closer. 

“I think that one of the thin gs that the American 
people have is a great a dmir ation for Israel and for 
its willingness and ability to stand up for itself and 
its citizens,” he said. “I don't know of any incident 
that has been as dramatic, probably, for our 
people as the Entebbe (rescue) raid. You only 
have to look at the television, books and every¬ 
thing else that are so popular in this country. I 
think that was a significant symbol of the kind of 
admiration that the American people have for 
Israel.” 

Meese returned to Washington clearly impress¬ 
ed by what he saw of Israel's work in countering 
terrorism. He had witnessed a mock Israeli rescue 
operation during his visit, complete with Israeli 
marksmen and commandos. “We had a complete 
briefing on their counter-terrorism activities'and 
we visited with their special forces that are de¬ 
voted to this responsibility,” he said. 

“I’ve learned a lot which is going to guide me,” 


Meese, a member of the National Security Coun¬ 
cil and one of Reagan’s closest associates, con¬ 
tinued. ‘Tve learned some new ideas that I 
already have talked with our people about both in - 
our legal and our investigative areas. 

“But one of the things that struck me was the 
similarity of approach between our counter¬ 
terrorist special forces in the United States and 
what they (Israel) are doing. As a matter of fact, 
we look forward to specific exchanges of informa¬ 
tion between our counter-terrorist units/' 

He confirmed that the two countries were 
currently in the process of “institutionalizing" 
these exchanges. ‘These were already in the 
works before ‘I got there,” he said. “So it isn't 
something that came out specifically from my 
visit. I do think that my visit has helped to confirm 
our interest in doing that.” 

Meese also returned home convinced more than 
ever of Israel’s overall strategic role in support of 
the United States. “Israel has a tremendous 
strategic importance,” he said. “I saw maps that 
showed their situation in the region.*We discussed 
the position of Israel vis-a-vis other countries. We 
talked about the Soviet threat. We really had ,a 
very complete overview. ” 

By all accounts, Meese’s first-ever trip to Israel 
was highly successful. He always had positive 
instincts as far as the country was concerned. But 
Meese has now come back to Washington with 
those feelings strengthened. Israeli officials in 
Washington and American Jewish political activ¬ 
ists, sensitive to Meese’s political clout, said that 
Israel deserved high marks for the impressive

TAIPEI. — Taiwan will demand 
compensation from Argentina for 
attacking two Taiwanese trawlers off 
the Falklands Islands in which one 
sailor was killed and another re¬ 
ported missing, a fishery official said 
here yesterday. 

Hu Chih-chih, director of the 
fisheries administration of the muni¬ 
cipal government of Kaohsiung said 
at a news conference that “we will 
hold Argentina responsible for all 
damage and will demand compensa¬ 
tion.” 

He said the trawlers were fishing 
in international waters and should be 
“protected by international mari¬ 
time law.” 

Speaking at the same news confer¬ 
ence, Tsai Ting-pang, chairman of 
the Taiwan Fishery Association of 
Kaohsiung, said the trawlers were 
fishing on the high seas, 228 nautical 
miles off the Argentine coast when 
attacked on Wednesday. 

The squid trawler, Chiann-Der 3, 
was set ablaze and its 22-man crew 
took to lifeboats. They were later 


reportedly picked up by the Argen¬ 
tine gunboat. One was dead and 
three others injured. 

In Buenos Aires, the Argentine 
Coast Guard said the trawlers were 
caught poaching in Argentina’s 200- 
mile economic zone. They ignored 
orders to stop and were crippled with 
machine-gun fire.' 

Meanwhile, Britain accused 
Argentina yesterday of “unjustified 
and excessive” action in the gunboat 
attack on the two Taiwanese fishing 
vessels. 

A foreign office statement 
claimed Argentina was attempting 
to ‘’pursue a sovereignty claim by 
force,” and said it bad warned 
Argentina earlier this week to avoid 
actions in the southwest Atlantic 
that could increase tension. 

Official sources in Buenos Aires 
said the action taken by the Argen¬ 
tine gunboat highlights the task 
Argentina faces if it is to stop exces¬ 
sive fishing in the area of the dis¬ 
puted Falkland Islands.

The brief report said Gorbachev 
“took part” in the meeting, but did 
not say whether or not he addressed 
it. 

The meeting brought together 
leading members of the organs and

Word that there had been a 
national meeting of the security ser¬ 
vice, whose activities are very rarely 
reported in the Soviet press, fol¬ 
lowed a similar top-level meeting 
last week at the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry. 

Ambassadors were summoned 
home for that session to join top 
officials from the Foreign Ministry 
and other ministries and Communist 
Party officials for a two-day meeting 
last Friday and Saturday.

PEKING (Reuter). - A freak wind roared through the west China oasis of 
Hami, sucked 13 schoolchildren into the air and carried them up for to 20km. 
before depositing them unharmed into sand dunes and scrub, an official 
newspaper reported. 

The Tienjin Evening News said that after a two-day search, all the children I 
were finally found with scratches where they had been lashed by swirling 
sands. It gave no other details.

Similar 
accusations were made last weekend 
after at least 33 people were killed in 
dashes between black radicals and 
vigilantes at the Crossroads squatter 
camp near Cape Town. 

Anti-apartheid leader Allan 
Boesak, president of the World 
Alliance of Reformed Churches, 
said the authorities sponsored the 
Crossroad battles, which made 
30,000 people homeless. 

He said he wonld support resi¬ 
dents who wanted to rebuild their 
homes razed in the fighting, in spite 
of an official ban. 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - Japanese 
Foreign Minister Shintaro Abe ar¬ 
rived here yesterday to resume nego¬ 
tiations on a peace treaty to formally 
end World War 21 hostilities. 

Japanese sources said he was wel¬ 
comed at Moscow airport by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard Shevard¬ 
nadze. 

The two countries agreed to re¬ 
start treaty talks after a break of 
more than a decade during Shevard¬ 
nadze's ice-breaking visit to Tokyo 
in January. 

Japanese sources said that as be¬ 
fore, the main obstacle was expected 
to be four strategically-placed is¬ 
lands seized by the Soviet Union in 
1945, the key issue for Tokyo. 

Abe, the first Japanese foreign 
minister to pay an official visit to 
Moscow for more than eight years, is 
expected to see Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev during bis three- 
day stay. 

The two foreign ministers are due 
to sign a cultural agreement, includ¬ 


ing provisions for the Japanese and 
Soviet ambassadors to appear on ' 
television in each others' countries. 

- Bat the focus of the visit is the 
treaty negotiation. .Japan has consis¬ 
tently demanded the return of the 
four islands - Etorofu, Ktmashiri, 
Shikotan and Habpmai - which lie 
just north-west of Japan’s main 
north island of Hokkaido. 


The islands command a strait 
which gives Soviet ships access to the 
Pacific Ocean, and the Kremlin has 
refused even to discuss landing 
them back for the past decade. 


During bis visit, Abe will be 
asking the Soviet side to give permis¬ 
sion for Japanese to visit the graves 
of their ancestors on the four islands. 

Diplomats expect no break¬ 
throughs from the visit but said it was 
important in that it completed the

Equality before the law 
requires, he says, that Avraham Sha¬ 
lom have the right fully and fairly to 
aetend himself against the accusa¬ 
tions levelled against him. To do so, 
says Peres, Shalom, through bis

Moreover, Shalom's'lawyers 
would naturally want to acquaint the 
court with their client’s selfless and 
heroic record in decades of service to 
the state. After all, every accused 

f in has the right under* law to 
rsuade the judge of his merits and 
sterling character. 

All such revelations, says Peres, of 
the Shin Bet's shadier side and of its 
glorious but still secret exploits- 
would be gravely damaging to 
■ national security. And they would 
inevitably leak out, no matter what 
conditions of secrecy surrounded the 
investigation and subsequent court 
case. _ 

; On another tack, Peres argues, 
with much cogency and passionate 
conviction, the Shin Bet, being an 
operational, quasi-military orga¬ 
nization, ought not to be subject to 
regular civilian law courts and le gal 
aides. 

rThe army, . Peres points out in 
ejcample, has his own code and sys¬ 
tem of justice. A soldier or officer 
vbo is accused of an operational 
offence is brought before his peers - 
fellow-soldiers whose training and 
background, and the rules by which 
tfcey work, make them suited to- 
judge him fairly. The Shin Bet has no 
siich court-martial framework and 
tips, says Peres, puts Avraham Sha- 
letn in an untenable position. 
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Aluf Yitzhak Mordecbai, for inst¬ 
ance, was eventually tried (and ac¬ 
quitted) by a military court-martial. 
This is not to say that Peres sup¬ 
ported the legal process against Mor- 
dechai. He was totally opposed to 
the entire investigation that arose 
out of the Deir al-Balah episode, and 
he continues to believe that it was a 
mistake from the start and should 
have been avoided. 

ON THE personal level, the prime 
minister was unimpressed by the 
senior Shin Bet officer who came to 
him originally with the accusations 
against Shalom. 

Indeed, as the man responsible for 
the efficacy and wellbeing of the 
service, the premier insisted that the 
officials who complained should 
quit. 

The premier, in addition, has un¬ 
bounded admiration for Shalom and 
profound faith in him both as a 
professional and as a human being. 
He regards him as a genuine hero of 
the highest degree, and he is sup¬ 
ported in this attitude by two of his 
predecessors, Yitzhak Rabin and 
Yitzhak Shamir. 

SUMMING UP, then: Peres agrees 
that Shalom had a duty, at least in 
principle, to tell the truth to the 
Zorea and Blattman commissions 
once they were appointed (though in 
the prime minister’s view they ought 
never to have been appointed). 

Peres says he does not know if 
indeed Shalom did tell the truth. But 
he insists that Shalom is innocent - of 
perjury, suborning, or any other 
offence - unless proven otherwise. 
And he insists that Shalom, like any 
other citizen, must have the right to 
defend himself. 

Peres, however, contends that 
Shalom cannot defend himself in a 
court without citing state secrets, 
which would inevitably leak out. 

Ergo, Peres believes, Shalom can¬ 
not defend himself. And so he, 
Peres, seeks to defend him by trying 
to avoid a judicial process, still be¬ 
lieving this would be best. 

The prime minister's case, then, is 
suffused by .a passionate personal 
loyalty to the beleaguered Shalom. 
And Peres articulates it, in public 
and private, with an unwonted emo¬ 
tionalism and vehemence.

ISRAEL’S FIRST binerest con¬ 
troversy, over allegations about dis¬ 
respect for legal procedures and ab¬ 
out untruthfulness, by senior offi¬ 
cials responsible for security, stem¬ 
med from events which took place 32 
yearsago. 

Army. Intelligence organized a 
network of young Egyptian Jews for 
sabotage and espionage purposes, 
wjiose discovery in 1954 was dubbed 
in Hebrew Esek Bish (translatable as 
“nasty business”) and was called 
“>$fcurity mishap" in' various 
English-language media. 

Two were hanged after being con¬ 
demned to death by an Egyptian 
court, and two people committed 
suicide, while more were sentenced 
f6 long prison terms. 

1 After the sentence had been car- 
rial put in January 1955, a dispute 
emerged in the top political and 
mili tary echelons here as to who 
gave the orders for the network to 
start sabotage operations- when and 
why. 

The then head of IDF Intelli¬ 
gence, Col Binyamin Gibli. said he 
got the . green light from the then 
defence minister iPinhas Lavon, 


But Lavon said that he gave Gibli no 
such order and that in any case the 
sabotage -operations had started 
prior to the date mentioned by Gibli 
as the date when Lavon-allegedly 
gave Gibli the order. 

The dispute was not settled. A 
month later Lavon resigned from the 
-cabinet, stating that he could not 
accept parliamentary responsibility 
for defence and security, when deci¬ 
sions were taken by die defence 
establishment withouthis being con¬ 
sulted. 

Lavon's resignation was moti¬ 
vated by far deeper causes than the 
security mishap in Egypt. He was 
totally at cross .purposes with chief 
of general staff Moshe Dayan and 
the director-general of the Defence 
Ministry Shimon Peres. His propos¬ 
als for reorganization in the defence 
establishment were turned down, 
down. 

. Whatever the great weight of 
other factors was, Lavon in his 
announcement of resignation, said 
that “control of the security forces 
can not be assured, without laying

dilemma 
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does not bring to the dispute Peres’s 
vigour or intensity. But his commit¬ 
ment to the principles on which he 
stands, almost alone, is no less pro¬ 
found. He does not doubt that be is 
fighting for the constitutional char¬ 
acter of this country, which ultimate¬ 
ly is the special and unique duty of an 
attorney-general. 

For Zamir, the rule of law means 
that every citizen, without excep- 


“ WHAT WE can’t speak of, we pass 
over in silence.” said a great philo¬ 
sopher. But his maxim does not 
apply to Israel. It seems in this 
miraculous country that epistemolo¬ 
gy has different rules. One never 
passes over in silence what one can't 
speak of. On the contrary, it seems 
the less a person knows, the more he 
argues about it. And nothing in 
Israel makes a greater noise than top 
secrets. 

Everybody has his or her own 
opinion of the r matter in question* 
! notwithstanding how'few substantial* 
' facts he or she has. But who caresfpr 
facts or accuracy?' People have 
already made up their minds; facts 
can only lead to confusion. 

Even the Knesset debate on the 
General Security Services affair was 
based'on ignorance - most of the 
participants did not know the ess¬ 
ence of the affair, some learned of it 
from the media and others ignored 
it. This is how typical fallacies de¬ 
velop. 

Fust there was a failure to disting¬ 
uish between the tactics used against 
the PLO terrorists when Israel forces 
stormed the famous bus No. 300 and 
between what happened later. 
Secondly, there was a failure to 
distinguish between what happened 
during the operation and what hap- 


tion, is answerable to the courts. The 
law of the land, he says, has been 
evolved to take account of Israel’s 
particular conditions: a sustained 
state of war requiring special heed 
for the interests of state security. 
The law therefore provides for a 
judicial process that is entirely sec¬ 
ret, from the police investigation 
right through to the Supreme Court 
appeal. 


Zamir told The Jerusalem Post this 
week that there have been such cases 
during his term as attorney-general - 
and not one word or detail of them 
has leaked out. The very fact of their 
existence has remained embedded in 
secrecy, and yet justice has been 
done - by judges, whose sensitivity 
to security requirements is height¬ 
ened specifically by virtue of then- 
being judges in Israel, with all that 


that entails. 

The attorney-general rejects, 
Peres's contention that, in order \o* 
defend himself Shalom would have 
to cite embarrassing precedents, or 
glorious precedents. Both types are 
irrelevant to the accusations against 
him. Zamir believes. But even if 
they were cited in in camera pro¬ 
ceedings, they would remain secret. 

ZAMIR BELIEVES that by press¬ 
ing an investigation, he is acting in 
the interests of state security. He 
argues that if, as is alleged, Shalom 
lied and persuaded others to lie to 
the Zorea and Blattman inquiries, 
then a norm of lying would be insti¬ 
tuted in the General Security Ser¬ 
vice. This would mean that hence¬ 
forth. the GSS could be expected to 
lie to state attorneys preparing ter¬ 
rorist cases for judgment and to 
judges trying terrorists. The legal - 
machinery would no longer be able 
to rely on the GSS and. refusing to 
accept GSS testimony or procedural 
requests, the whole judicial machin¬ 
ery that handles terrorists would be 
undermined or break down. This, 
argues Zamir, would be a grievous 
blow to the state's battle against 
‘te rr o r i s m and would be far more 
damaging to state security than the 
investigation and possible trial of a 
handful of GSS Officers. 

Zamir also asks, with great cogen¬ 
cy: If lying is allowed and institu¬ 
tionalized, where would it stop? And 
who could tell where it has stopped? 

If they lie to state attorneys, why not 
to district court judges? Why not to 
Supreme Court justices? Why not to 
Knesset supervisory committees? 
And, ultimately, why not to prime 
ministers, who are ministerially re¬ 
sponsible for the services? 

It is all very well for Peres to have 
nnquestronmg faith in and respect 
for a particular GSS chief. And 
perhaps Peres is right to trust this 
particular official. But what if 
another prime minister trusts 
another GSS chief - but mistakenly, 
with all the damage that this might 
entail? The control of the security 
services cannot rest only or mainly 
on the personal trust of a premier in 
a given GSS chief. It must rest on the 
firm foundations of institutionalized 
truth-telling. 

ZAMIR REJECTS the notion that 
the security services, because they 


operate in secrecy and in a twilight 
zone, should be allowed to operate 
under radically different norms of 
behaviour and reporting from the 
other branches of government. 

Zamir feels that his efforts to 
persuade the inner cabinet ministers 
- and especially Peres - on these 
points have fallen on deaf ears. In¬ 
deed, he finds the premier's stand 
throughout “inexplicable” and 
strange. Peres. Zamir acknow¬ 
ledges. has a bit'honist (security- 
minded) attitude and philosophy. 
But Zamir says He does not know 
whether that is the whole story be¬ 
hind Peres's stand. 

Zamir continues to insist that the 
GSS heads under suspicion must be 
suspended for the duration of the 
investigation, whether by police or 
judicial commission. The problem is 
basic: If they remain at their posts, 
they could and might hamper the 
investigation. 

Peres, on the other hand, argues 
that suspension would be de¬ 
trimental to the GSS’s functioning 
and points to the precedent of the 
Kahan Commission of Inquiry into 
Israel’s role in the Sabra and Shatilla 
massacre. Though allegedly impli¬ 
cated, neither then prime minister 
Menachem Begin nor defence minis¬ 
ter Ariel Sharon were suspended 
during that inquiry. 

PERES AND ZAMIR are also di¬ 
vided over the original Zorea and 
Blattman inquiries. Zamir takes it 
for granted that they were vital and 
legitimate. 

Regarding the character of Avra¬ 
ham Shalom, Zamir says he was as 
shocked as anyone to hear the 
allegations against him. He shares 
the general admiration and high re¬ 
gard for the Shin Bet chief. 

But he does not share the pre¬ 
mier's assessment of the men who 
lodged the allegations against Sha¬ 
lom. He regards them as “idealists,” 
as “Zionists” and as "martyrs" who 
risked their careers in order to fight 
for the purity of the service they love 
and believe in. “They have‘been 
thrown to the dogs,” he says. 

Their persistence, Zamir further 
asserts, has made it inevitable that 
the fight will go forward regardless 
of Peres's attempts to stifle it. The 
recent application by one of the 
complaining ex-officials to the High 
Court of Justice ensures this.

The gospel 
according to Sharon is that the law 
must yield to security since Israel 
alone in the world lives under 
permanent, existential threat from 
terrorism; hence security from ter¬ 
rorism must override all other con¬ 
siderations. 

For him it was not the first time he 
distinguished between security and

Indeed, Sharon’s Weltanschauung ■ 
needs to distinguish between secur¬ 
ity and the law. First of all, this is the 
best justification for anything. Once 
established as the supreme, ultimate 
consideration, security can cover up 
anything- from Beirut toTaba. 

Secondly, is there a better way to 
gain public support than to fight 
politically in the name of security? 
Thus the war hero rides again, alone 
against the bad guys, including the 
sheriff, who of course is no more 
than a traitor. 

PRIME MINISTER Shimon Peres 
does not share Sharon’s distinction - 
between security and the law. Peres 


did not say that security considera¬ 
tions should prevail over those of the 
law. On the contrary. In his point of 
view, security considerations are an 
integral part of legal considerations. 
Insisting on his own right to per¬ 
suade the attorney-general, Peres 
jkept ion ’Saying: that neithqr.be nor 
the '-cabiii£r Hfidvtte'-itowfcf pr*the 
(right to effect'a change in - a’decision 
of tire attorney-general,; who Should 
remain theffnal arbiter as to whether 
or not to initiate legal proceedings or 
a police investigation against any¬ 
one. ■ 

According to Peres, Professor 
Z»mir should not have decided on 
opening an investigation in the case 
of the head of GSS, for reasons of 
security he should take into consid¬ 
eration. . 

And that is the main difference 
between Peres and Sharon. The pre¬ 
mier leaves with- the attorney- 
general the discretion to be the final 
arbiter, while Sharon considers it the 
government’s responsibility, at least 
in an instance of a contradiction 
between security and the law. The 


AMONG THE many issues raised 
by the so-called Avraham Shalom 
affair is the question of ministerial 
responsibility and accountability. It 
is a question which most Israeli 
politicians over the years (and not 
only politicians, as the Bejslti Com¬ 
mission made dear) have preferred 
to ignore. 

Few details of the affair have been 
made public, but it is possible to 
assume that any new investigation 
would have to focus on two main 
areas: what went on during and 
.immediately after the stonnmg of 
the hijacked bus in April 1984, and 
what transpired during the subse¬ 
quent investigations into the deaths 
of two of the hijackers. 

Hie senior men at the scene of the 
attack on the bus were then-defence 
minister Moshe Arens, Chief of Staff 
General Moshe Levy and the head of 
the General Security Service, named

now as Avraham Shalom. What 
transpired between the three-which 
orders were given, by whom and to 
whom - is not public knowledge. 

Hie man who bears ministerial 
responsibility for the activities of the 
GSS is the prime minister - at the 
tim e Yitzhak Shamir. If an illegal 
order was given within the service, 
or if members of the service commit¬ 
ted illegal acts, Sbamir must be held 
ultimately accountable, along with 
whoever else may have been in¬ 
volved. 

SHORTLY AFTER Argentina’s:in¬ 
vasion of the Falkland islands, then- 
British foreign secretary Peter Car¬ 
rington resigned over the British 
intelligence failure. No one doubted 
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that Carrington was not personally 
responsible for the failure, but he 
acknowledged ministerial 'accounta¬ 
bility and took his leave. 

The accountability of the Israeli 
political echelon for the activities of 
the GSS should be no less clear. 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres was 
in office during most of the period in- 
which the killing of the two hijackers 
was investigated. It has been alleged 
that, during that period, Shalom and 
senior associates suborned witnesses 
and gave false testimony to the com¬ 
missions. 

It is debatable whether a minister 


can be held responsible for the cri¬ 
minal actions of subordinates, if such 
is what occurred, when the intention 
of the conspiracy was to deceive the 
minister himself, among others. 

However, if Peres was aware of a 
cover-up and did not bring it to the 
attention of the investigators - even 
when a senior military officer was 
put before a disciplinary court - his 
responsibility goes beyond the realm 
of mere accountability. He could, in 
the extreme event, be considered an 
accessory to the cover-up. 

THE EVENTS of that night in April 
1984 and the subsequent fumbling 
attempts by the army spokesman 
and the military censor to fudge the 
truth shook the credibility of the 


difference is significant for the future 
of the country’s regime. In that re¬ 
spect it is advisable that foe best of 
the Herat leadership express a dear, 
unequivocal opinion about that 
ideology of Sharon, which essential¬ 
ly contradicts the Jabotinsky-Begin 
heritage. 

THERE ARE other aspects to the 
GSS scandal. As we all know, Zion¬ 
ism entered Theodor Herzl’s life 
when he covered the Dreyfus trial in 
France for his Viennese newspaper. 
One of the cHarafcteristic elements in 
that affair has a direct relevance to 
ours: when almost everybody knew 
that Dreyfus was innocent, that a 
Hbel had been spread against him - 
be had been framed - there was still 
the argument that because of foe 
“highest security considerations,” it 
was impossible to re-open the inves¬ 
tigation and thus to exonerate 
Dreyfus. Is it possible that a similar 
argument might be used in the Jew¬ 
ish State? 

As long as there is someone to 
whom unjustice was done, it is not 
only a legal, formal matter but also a 
matter of justice. Morality is one of 
the main sources of Israel’s power, 
and without doing justice, in its 
direct meaning, foe basis of morality 
is doubtful. 


nation’s security services. Yet neith¬ 
er Shamir nor Arens, the two minis¬ 
ters directly responsible for foe ser¬ 
vices. saw fit to acknowledge 
accountability. 

Peres, over foe past week, has 
worn only one of his hats: that of the 
ultimate guardian of foe nation's 
security. He has made no public 
reference to himself as an interested 
party in the controversy. 

Many questions remain un¬ 
answered. It is difficult, at this stage,' 
to know for certain who was re¬ 
sponsible for what was, at best, a 
serious etbjcal failure, and who 
should be held accountable. 

The least that can be said is that 
both of Israel’s rotating prime minis¬ 
ters have a personal interest in the 
outcome of the controversy. Any 
further investigation should there¬ 
fore be conducted outside foe gov¬ 
ernment and its agencies.

Shadowy system 
sends funds to WZO

In the second part of a study of shortcomings in the Jewish 
Agency and World Zionist Organization, Charles Hoff¬ 
man reveals how the secret funding arrangements for the 
WZO leave Diaspora Jewry holding the short end of the 
stick. 


A GIGANTIC shell game involving 
hundreds of millions of dollars in 
Diaspora contributions to Israel has 
been going on for the past IS years. 
Through a complex and shadowy 
system of indirect financing, money 
contributed by American Jewry 
through the United Jewish Appeal 
(UJA) has been secretly funding the 
political and educational work of the 
World Zionist Organization. Yet 
this money is raised on the premise 
that it goes to fund the philanthropic 
activities carried out in Israel by the 
Jewish Agency. 

The formal separation of the agen¬ 
cy and WZO took place in 1971, an 
event known as the “reconstitution" 
of the Jewish Agency. The agency 
took responsibility for work carried 
out in Israel in the areas of rural 
settlement, immigrant absorption, 
education, youth training and later, 
urban rehabilitation through Project 
Renewal. The agency's budget for 
1986/87 comes to $429 million, about 
80 per cent from funds raised by the 
UJA and most of the remainder 
from funds raised by Keren Hayesod 
in other Jewish communities around 
the world. 

The reconstitution left the WZO 
with Jewish and Zionist education 
carried out in Israel and abroad, 
Zionist political activity and the 
promotion of aliya from Western 
countries. Its budget for 1986/87 
comes to $59 milli on (see box). 

The shell game works as a trade¬ 
off between the government and the 
agency. The agency provides tens of 
millions of dollars each year for 
Israel's universities. In practice, 
however, these funds simply replace 
government money that would have 
gone in any case to the universities. 
The government funds thus freed are 
channelled to the WZO, but not 
through the government’s regular 
budget, which relieves the latter of 
the “nuisance" of being publicly 
accountable for these allocations. 

In 1986/87, for example, the agen¬ 
cy budget shows $44m. allocated for 
higher education. The WZO budget 
of $59m. is provided, according to 
the official version, by Keren 
Hayesod ($29m.) and by the govern¬ 
ment ($30m.). But the government's 
share actually comes from the $44m. 
that is nominally allocated to the 
universities. This indirect system is a 
way of getting around the terms of 
the reconstitution agreement, which 
stipulate that UJA binds can only be 
used to support agency programmes. 

The details of this funding 
arrangement for the WZO have 
been explained and confirmed by 
several key figures in- the agency, 
none of whom, however, agreed to 
be quoted. 


THE SPLIT in functions and formal 
sources of funding between the 
agency and WZO put Diaspora Jew¬ 
ry in a paradoxical situation. The 
leaders of the UJA and Keren 
Hayesod comprise 50 per cent of the 
members of the governing bodies of 
the Jewish Agency and can thus 
influence what it does for Israelis. 
But these same leaders bave little or 
no control over the nature and quali¬ 
ty of the services the WZO provides 
for them in their own communities 
abroad or for Diaspora Jews in 
•Israel. 

The Israeli political parties and 
their Zionist affiliates abroad that 
run the WZO thus have the best of 
both worlds. The leaders of these 
parties comprise the other half of the 
members of the governing bodies of 
the agency and direct agency depart¬ 
ments as well. This enables them to 
use some of the agency's resources to 
their partisan advantage. But these 
party leaders have full control of the 
WZO - which is paid for by the 
Diaspora philanthropists - without 
any formal accountability to those 
who really foot the bill. 

In recent years, however, an in¬ 
creasing number of the leaders of the 
Diaspora fund-raising bodies are 
taking a more critical look at this 
arrangement, which has left them 
holding the short end of the stick. 
They would like to see the WZO act 
as a “ministry of education for the 
Jewish people" through its program¬ 
mes in Israel for Diaspora youth and 
educators, its funds for Jewish 
education in the Diaspora and the 
activities abroad carried out by its 
720shlihim (emissaries). 

But many of these leaders, in 
addition to Jewish educators and 
other professionals abroad, have 
readied the conclusion that the per¬ 
formance. of the WZO has. been 
seriously wanting. And many would 
consider, that a glaring understate¬ 
ment. They have reached Che conclu¬ 
sion that the shortcomings of the 
WZO lie mainly in its system of 
rampant politicization, which stifles 
professionalism and provides for lit¬ 
tle accountability to the groups it is 
supposed to serve. 

Regarding shlihim, this evalua¬ 
tion was recently confirmed by the 
conclusions of the Landau Commis¬ 
sion, which called for depoliticizing 
the system. 

Since die Six Day War of 1967, an 
increasing number of the Diaspora 
leaders in the agency have become 
fervent supporters of Israel and 
accept the prindples of the WZO's 
1968 platform, but do not feel it 
necessary to belong to a Zionist 
organization. Among the prindples 
of the 1968 Jerusalem Platform are 
the affirmation of the centrality of 



Israel for the Jewish people; the 
importance of Jewish education for 
Jewish survival; and the ingathering 
of the Jewish people in Eretz Yisrael 
through “aliya from all lands.” 

In recent years, these fund-raisers 
have taken on responsibilities in the 
agency for areas that were once 
thought to be the exclusive preserve 
of the WZO. such as promoting aliya 
from the West and strengthening 
Jewish education in the Diaspora. 
Thus, today there is an increasing 
number of options open to con¬ 
cerned Diaspora Jews, who feel that 
the educational and cultural re¬ 
sources of Israel now controlled by 
the WZO are too valuable to be left 
in the hands of the “professional 
Zionists.'* 


ONE DIASPORA leader who per¬ 
sonifies this shift of concerns and 
commitments is Morton Mandel of 
Geveland, a former president of the 
Council of Jewish Federations (CJF) 
and the Jewish Welfare Board 
(JWB). As head of the JWB, Man- 
del presided over a national effort of 
the Jewish community centres of 
North America to “maximize” their 
potential as environments for Jewish 
education. He is now chairman of 
the Jewish Agency .Committee for 
Jewish Education, set up in 1984. 

The committee has recently be¬ 
come the focus of hopes for broader- 
based efforts to improve Diaspora 
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Jewish education, that are less ham¬ 
pered by the political and organiza¬ 
tional interests of the WZO. Only 
about a third of the 30 members of 
the committee represent the WZO, 
while the rest represent Diaspora 
communities and organizations. 

In an interview with The Jeru¬ 
salem Post, Mandel described the 
first project of the agency committee 
as one with a potential to make a 
major contribution to “strengthen¬ 
ing the Jewish identity and sense of 
Jewish pcoplehood among young 
people, and to strengthening the 
bonds between Israel and the Di¬ 
aspora.'** 

' This is the Israel Experience Pro¬ 
ject, an evaluation study and survey 
that aims to provide a basis for 
increasing the number of young peo¬ 
ple from the Diaspora taking part in 
educational programmes in Israel, as 
well as increasing the educational 
impact of these programmes. The 
$150,000 study - which is being con¬ 
ducted by an independent Jerusalem 
firm. Nativ Policy and Planning Con¬ 
sultants - was commissioned last 
year and is soon to be released. 

The importance of the project lies 
not only in its educational goals, but 
in the fact that it constitutes the first 
comprehensive attempt to evaluate 
many of the hundreds of Israel prog¬ 
rammes that the WZO runs or sup¬ 
ports, in addition to some of those 
run by other bodies. Some of the 
conclusions that bave leaked out are 
not so favourable to the programme 
run by the WZO. 

Mandel notes that the historical 
experiences of the Holocaust and the 
establishment of the State of Israel, 
which were so crucial for moulding 
the Jewish identity of his generation, 
cannot be expected to have a similar 
impact on young Jews. “For this 
generation, all the doois are open. 
We can’t expect them to have a 
positive Jewish identity and commit¬ 
ment to the Jewish people because of 
Auschwitz or Israel's struggle for 
independence. These kids have to 
choose to be Jewish from a positive 
point of view, and unless we have 
something inspiring to offer them, 
many of them won't make that 
choice.’’ 

THIS IS where Israel comes into the 
picture, he continues. “The connec¬ 


tion with the Jewish people and with 
3,000 years of Jewish history, as 
experienced in Israel, is the most- 
powerful single tool that we have to 
motivate young people to discover 
why they should be actively Jewish 
and to deepen their commitment to 
Jewish life. Every kid should get an 
Israel experience as part of his Jew¬ 
ish education, and we would even¬ 
tually like to increase the number 
that-come each year from the current 
, 20,000 to 50,000.” 

The positive effect of Israel ex¬ 
periences on the Jewish identity and 
involvement of young people has 
indeed been established in previous 
research. The aim of the Israel Ex¬ 
perience Project is to gain a better 
understanding of what works and 
why, and to devise follow-up activi¬ 
ties that can be introduced in the 
home communities of the young 
people. 

Many of those involved with the 
project, as well as some WZO offi¬ 
cials, believe that a good programme 
f$>r youth in Israel can have a more 
positive Jewish and Zionist impact 
than the efforts expended by the 
hundreds of youth movement sheli- 
him sent abroad - and is a lot cheap¬ 
er, too. The better programmes for 
Diaspora youth in Israel are able to 
draw on the experience of trained 
Jewish educators from the Diaspora 
who have settled in Israel. They are 
usually better equipped to work with 
these young people than the sheli- 
him, most of whom are not educa¬ 
tors and who have difficulty com¬ 
municating with Diaspora youth. 

Mandel stressed that the compo¬ 
nents of Zionism and Israel in Di¬ 
aspora Jewish education must be 
strengthened as a means to ensure 
Jewish continuity. What does a 
‘‘non-Zionist” mean by “Zionism”? 

“This means implanting the no¬ 
tion that Israel is central for Jewish 
life. But it doesn't have to conflict 
with other forms of Jewish fulfil¬ 
ment. I don't accept the idea that ail 
Jews have an obligation to make 
aliya. But Israel does need more 
Jews, and aliya from the West should 
also be encouraged. And if bringing 
more Jewish kids to Israel means 
that more of them will eventually 
make aliya. then that's fine, too; but 
it’s not our primary goal." 

The committee's senior consultant 


and coordinator. Prof. Seymour 
Fox. said that the aim of the commit¬ 
tee is not to grow into another de¬ 
partment or fond that would com¬ 
pete with those now existing, ine 
formal mandate of the committee is 
to monitor and to coordinate the 
agency’s present activities in ievtKa 
education, on which it spends be¬ 
tween $15-20m. a year, and to decide 
‘what new directions in this area the 
agency should develop in the future. 

Fox, originally from the U.S., is a 
professor, of education at the Heb¬ 
rew University, a widely-travelled 
consultant, and has been connected 
with- some major educational in¬ 
novations of the Conservative 
Movement in North America. 

He envisions the committee'evolv¬ 
ing into a clearing bouse-for Di¬ 
aspora Jewish education, where new 
ideas and projects would be matched 
with funds and personnel from other 
agencies by means of the extensive 
networks of contacts that intersect 
on the committee. He admits that 
this sounds a bit vague, but cannot 
put the emerging structure into any 
conventional organizational - 
pigeonhole. 

“The committee will act as a' 
catalyst, planner, innovator, moni¬ 
tor and magnet to attract money and 
good minds,” says Fox. He has a 
reputation as a high-powered prom¬ 
oter and .organizer in the field of 
Jewish education. His original prop¬ 
osal for a comprehensive agency 
programme for Diaspora Jewish 
education was considered by many 
to be too grandiose. Mach of what ■ 
will emerge from this committee 
may depend to* a considerable extent 
on the personal initiatives, contacts 
and preferences of its senior consul-: 
taut. 

ONE OF the Jewish Agency’s first 
ventures into Diaspora Jewish, 
education was the establishment of 
two funds for tins purpose, but both 
have been hampered by political and 
departmental interests in the WZO.. 

The Pincus Fund for Jewish 
Education in the Diaspora was 
founded in 1975 to assist in develop¬ 
ing Jewish education programmes 
and institutions outside of Israel. 
The Joint Programme for. Jewish 
Education was founded in 1979 to 
fund Jewish education programmes 
for the Diaspora that are developed 
or carried out in IsraeL Over the 
years, the funds have allocated ab¬ 
out $30m. to about 250 projects, and 
had disbursed dose to $20m. by the 
end of 1985. 

The Pincus Fund is chaired by 
Max Fisher of Detroit, 4he founding 
chairman of the boardi ofrjgawfcnx*s‘ 
of the reconstituted agency, whfle 
the Joint Programme is chaired by 
Morton Mandel. 

The Pincus Fund operates as a 
foundation, providing grants from 
the interest earned on its capital, 
which today amounts to about $25m. 
The Jewish Agency has contributed 
most of the capital, the government 
of Israel about $4m., and the WZO 
and the American Joint Distribution 
Committee about $lm. each. 

The Joint Programme was sup¬ 
posed to make grants from equal 
sums budgeted annually by the agen¬ 
cy and the government, but in prac¬ 
tice the agency has put in most of the 
money. The government’s contribu¬ 
tions to both funds have fallen for 
short of its original commitments. 

A recent study examining the 
structure and performance of both 
funds has pointed to a number of 
problems. This study, which has not 
yet been officially released, was car¬ 
ried out in 1985 by Dr. Mervin 
Verbit. He concluded that the funds 
have not formulated clear enough 
long-range goals for the enhance¬ 
ment of Jewish education to guide 
them in their allocation policy. It 
recommended that they should 
make comprehensive assessments of 
the needs of Jewish education in 
various communities, to determine 
the specific goals which they would 
support. 

The boards of the funds have not 
yet discussed the report, and no 
official comment was available on its 
conclusions. 

The study also pointed out the 
problematic relation of the two 
WZO departments of education and 
its Youth and Hehalutz Department 
to the funds, which is particularly. 
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A MORE recent initiative by Di-' ; 
aspora leaders - in this case educar 
tors - to strengthen the Israel and 
Zionis t elements in American Jew-' 
ish education was launched by the 
Bureau Directors Fellowship, the 
association of directors of bureaus of 
Jewish education in North America.. 

This initiative has its origins in 
largely fruitless attempts by the 
beads of the BDF in recent years to 
work through “quiet diplomacy” to 
secure some needed changes in the 
attitudes and policies, of the two 
WZO education departments, one 
which serves Orthodox institutions 
and die other .which serves other 
religious trends. The American edu¬ 
cators are particularly upset by the 
poor professional qualifications and 
behaviour of ^ome of the depax$* 
ments’ central shlihim, who are 
chosen mainly for their political con¬ 
nections.-- ■ .: r- "!. 

-Late lastyeattheBpFaimoanced 
that it waspreparing to-setup afaody: 
to promote Israel and Zionist educa¬ 
tion in North America that , would 
exdude the WZO departments; unk 
less the latter adopted a more coop*- 
erative and professional approach. 

The BDF proposal for redefining 
die relations between the 'bureaus 
and the WZO departments ^ guided 
by the following assumptions: the 
centrality of Israel and Zionism in 
American Jewish education; the 
possibility of a major role for the 
WZO/Jewish Agency in Israel and 
Zionist education in North Ameua; 
and the need to eliminate the strains 
and the lack of communication and 
cooperation between the WZO mid 
the bureaus, in order to develop and 
implement programmes “to excite 
young American Jews into a lifelong 
commitment to IsraeL as a central 
part of their Judaism.” 

There are diverse attitudes within 
the WZO to the desire for greater- 
involvement, on the part of die D*: 
aspora philanthropists and, profes¬ 
sionals in what used to be regarded' 

. as strictly WZO preserves. Some of 
the WZO leaders are genuinely 
pleased by this shift in attitudes and 
priorities among- their .Diaspora 
partners in the agency, but are not so 
eager to undermine their own inde¬ 
pendent power base in the WZO. 
Other WZO leaders are ideologic^ 
ly opposed to the entire notion of an 
Israel-Diaspora “partnership” in 
either the agency or the WZO, they 
believe that the Diaspora should 
have an essentially passive "role "in 
these arenas, and should defer to 
what they see as the inherent super¬ 
iority of the Israeli leadership, on 
issues concerning the Zionist move¬ 
ment and Israel. .

JE?, U S - ^ministration has put 
wsraei on notice not to take it for 
panted that American *d v£l 
widerwme the production of the 
t-avi .The warning is dear: in view of 
ine Gramm-Rudraan law, U.S. 
mibtary aid to IsraeJ cannot be ex¬ 
pected to increase in the next few 
years and Israel will do well just to 
maintain the present $1.8 billion 
level of aid. A forecast by Shai 
Feldman of the Jaffee Centre for 
■Strategic Studies that Israel may 
nave to do with 1300 million less 
(and m a worst-case scenario, with a 
cut twice as large) has been angrily 
dismissed by Defence Minister Yit¬ 
zhak Rabin, and the government has 
this week once again reconfirmed its 
decision to go ahead with the pro¬ 
duction of the Lavi. 

’ For national economy, the 
Lavi is the biggest project' ever 
undertaken in Israel. It will mon¬ 
gage the economy for a generation to 
spending 5 per cent of the GNP, a 
quarter of total American military 
aid, on this one weapons system. On 
the basis of Israel Aircraft Indus¬ 
tries’ (LAI) own cost estimates, its 
development costs alone - S2.3b. t 
are equivalent to the cost of a nuc¬ 
lear power station, with twice as 
much again to be spent over the 
planned production run of the plane. 

’ The immediate issue over which 
the controversy has flared up again is 
the 40 per cent discrepancy between 
the cost estimates of IAI and those 
prepared by a team of U.S. analysts 
from the Pentagon, the State De¬ 
partment, the National Security 
Council and the Office of Budget 
and Management headed by Dov 
Zakheim, deputy undersecretary of 
defence for planning and resources. 

Substantial as the difference in tbe 
cost estimates is, it is nevertheless 
secondary, if not altogether 
irrelevant. In a speech in Washing¬ 
ton m March, Zakheim put his finger 
on the essential issue - that 
“programme-, system- and cost- 
evaluation tasks... cannot be left to 
contractors.” It may very well be 
that XAI’s cost estimates are a better 
forecast than those of the team 
headed by Zakheim. But the point is 
that successive Israeli governments 
and the five defence minis ters who 
had to make decisions on this project 
have never had before them an inde¬ 
pendent cost evaluation before each 
or the crucial decisions that created 
successive fails accompUs. A second 
point is that even on IATs tost 
estimates, -the project is a millstone 
around the economy's neck. 

IT IS NOT far-fetched to predict 
that when tbe state comptroller (who 
might have carried out such an eva¬ 
luation) gets around to analysing the 
decision-making process involved, 
there will be a case for die next 
commission of inquiry. Even disre¬ 
garding the economic implications of 
a project of this size, its unbalancing 
impact on the allocation of resources 
to defence itself have increasingly 
become a concent of the Israel De- 
fewte Forces’ high command. When 
U.S. military aid can at best be 
expected to remain at its present 
level, the production of the Lavi 
must necessarily come at the ex¬ 
pense of other defence require- 
ments._ - 

' .The now re-confirmed decision to 
go ahead, despite American warn¬ 
ings, and despite second thoughts in 
the IDFs high command, is based on 
the “point-of-no-retufn” argument. 
This, in turn, has two components. 
One, which figured prominently in 
earlier stages of the controversy over 
the Lav!, is that having already spent 
more than a billion dollars of 
difficult-to-get American aid on the 
project, it would be most embarras¬ 
sing for Israel and its supporters to 
write off that investment. That might 


have been the case if the decision to 
abandon or to modify the project 
would have been an Israeli initiative. 
But the embarrassment argument 
falls away if the re-evaluation comes 
at the insistence (however polite, 
diplomatic and friendly) of the U.S. 
administration. 

It is. moreover, no! very convinc¬ 
ing to argue that all the money so far 
spent on the development of the 
Lavi will go down the'drain. It can be 
taken for granted that tbe plane's 
development as an integrated system 
is technically optimal, but that does 
not necessarily mean that the 
avionics and other subsystems that 
have been developed for it will not 
be available for other alternatives, 
even if they have to be redesigned. 

The second component of the 
poinr-of-no-return argument is 
much more complex. The heads of 
the IAI, Aluf (res.) David Ivri and 
Moshe Keret, have constantly 
warned that winding up the Lavi 
project would mean throwing 6,000 
employees out of work, paying dam¬ 
ages of several hundreds of million 
dollars to American sub¬ 
contractors, cancelling orders to 
Israeli sub-contractors, and general¬ 
ly stopping Israel's main engine of 
technical progress. 

PERHAPS behind closed doors the 
question has been asked and 
answered what would happen if U.S. 
aid is reduced when the Lavi is two 
years into production, and our air 
. force then has tbe first SO planes, 
with insufficient funds for complet¬ 
ing the planned number of 250. 
What other pans of the IDFs battle 
order, what other weapons systems, 
let alone civilian consumption, 
would have to be cut back to make it 
then possible to complete the pro¬ 
curement programme? 

Tbe development of the Lavi, pre¬ 
sented by its protagonists as Israel’s 
major engine of technical progress, 
has already in pan come at the 
expense of cutting back other pro¬ 
jects of defence research and de¬ 
velopment. At least pan of the 
slump in our electronic industries 
can be chalked up to the cutbacks in 
defence orders that have become 
necessary. These budgetary con¬ 
straints are not likely to be lifted in 
the years ahead. Cutbacks in Amer¬ 
ican military aid, or even a freezing 
of its nominal or even real-term level 
will make things worse. 

FINALLY, there has been and there 
still is the argument that the $250m. 
allocated'byithe U.S.. Congress, for. 
the development of the Lavi-will not 
be available for other defence uses. 
The exclusive commitment to the 
Lavi has so for not allowed a test of 
this assumption. It may very well be 
that, as the price for returning from 
the Lavi’s point of no return, the 
U.S. administration and Congress 
would continue to let Israel use tbe 
same amount of American aid for 
Israel's domestic defence produc¬ 
tion. Being more widely dispersed, it 
might not only be of greater benefit 
to Israel's industry (if defence indus¬ 
tries are a benefit), but also arouse 
less opposition in foe U.S. 

The derision of whether and how 
to go ahead with foe production of 
foe Lavi is for Israel to make, as U.S. 
Ambassador Thomas Pickering 
warned politely on TV’s Moked 
programme 10 days ago. But it can¬ 
not be made by blithely taking it for 
granted that foe U.S. will underwrite 
whatever derision is made. Much 
less can Israel afford to let itself be 
dragged into foe biggest economic 
and defence project it has ever 
undertaken by a succession of step- 
wise decisions, each of which is pre¬ 
determined by foe apparent coer¬ 
cion of accomplished facts created 
before. A re-evaluation from the 
ground up, at this last moment, is 
imperative.

"WE HAVE a real prohlem with 
the Lavi," a U.S. Defence Depart¬ 
ment official bluntly said, referring 
to Israel'* new-ge miration fighter 
bomber. “Israel simply can't afford 
to huild it while maintaining the high 
level of other crucial aspects of its 
overall military performance." 

That, in a nutshell, is the Penta¬ 
gon's major argument against the 
Lavi. The U.S. clearly has a keen 
interest in the future of the jet fight¬ 
er. American officials fear that they 
ultimately will be stuck with paying 
the bill if the Lavi proves more 
expensive than their Israeli counter- 
pans maintain. 

In recent months, senior U.S. de¬ 
fence officials, led by Assistant 
Under Secretary for Policy and Re¬ 
sources Dov Zakheim, have careful¬ 
ly evaluated the costs of the aircraft. 
In a lengthy study, they have con¬ 
cluded that the Lavi will wind up 
costing Israel considerably more 
than Israel Aircraft Industfies and 
the Ministry of Defence have calcu¬ 
lated. 

In addition to cost overruns, they 
also predict serious production de¬ 
lays. “These kinds of things hap¬ 
pen," an American expert said. 
“Life is never'perfect. You have to 
expect problems.” 

Israel sharply disputes the overall 
U.S. assessments. 

Zakheim was doe in Israel this 
week for another round of talks with 
Israeli officials on this sensitive sub¬ 
ject as well as on Israel's need to 
obtain diesel-powered submarines 
and a new generation of patrol 
boats. 

To back up their concern over the 
costs of the Lavi, Pentagon officials 
have slowed down the once-routine 
“paperwork" in disbursing some 
$50-60 million for Lavi-related de¬ 
velopment. That money has already 
been appropriated 6y Congress and 
signed into law by President Reagan. 
But Pentagon officials said they first 
want to see whether Israel is really

to cut back in vital defence areas

going to place a “cap" on Lavi- 
related spending, as reported. 

They also want to know the speci¬ 
fics of any such spending ceiling. 
Will it be a fixed cap, or a constant 
dollar cap. or a current dollar cap? 
“We don’t know the specifics," an 
American official said. “We’re wait¬ 
ing to get the answers.'* The Amer¬ 
icans deny that the delay represents 
a “freeze.” One official said: “We're 
just being .cautious.” 

This is not the first lime that the 
Defence Department has refused to 
release money for the Lavi. Once 
before, the funds were delayed. 
Several U.S. senators and congress¬ 
men were then asked by Israeli offi¬ 
cials to write to Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger to get Lavi 
money through the bureaucratic 
pipeline. When Weinberger learned 
of the planned letter from Demora- 
tic Senator Daniel Inouye of Hawaii. 
Republican Senator Bob Kasten of 
Wisconsin. Democratic Representa¬ 
tive Clarence Long of Maryland and 
Republican Representative Jack 
Kemp of New York, foe money was 
disbursed. No letter was sent. There 
was no need. 

Israel doesn't want to go that 
route once again, although some 
Israeli officials are now predicting 
that they will have no alternative. 

The seriousness of the Lavi dis¬ 
pute was pointedly driven home to 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
during his recent visit to Washing¬ 
ton. Despite the fact that the U.S. 
has already allocated over SI billion 
for the development of foe Lavi. 


Rabin was again urged to scrap the 
programme. But like Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres a month earlier. 
Rabin rejected that advice. 

Israel believes that it's too late in 
the day for any such action. Too 
much money has already been spent. 
Too many high-technology jobs are 
at stake. Israel can't turn back foe 
dock, they have told Washington. 
But the Americans are dearly not 
giving up their determined campaign 
to turn Israel around on this matter. 

Thus, during Rabin's talks in 
Washington, the Pentagon even 
came up with a possible American- 
Tsraeli co-production alternative to 
the Lavi. Israel could purchase 
American-made F-16 airframes 
from General Dynamics and fit them 
with its own home-grown Lavi 
avionics, tailor-made to meet 
Israel's most sensitive needs. Israel, 
according to American estimates, 
would wind up saving “a bundle” of 
money, which then could be used to 
purchase new submarines, patrol 
boats, missiles, tanks, attack heli¬ 
copters or other badly needed milit¬ 
ary hardware from the U.S. 

Such savings are critical in this 
prevailing Gramm-Rudman budget 
cutting mood in Washington. There 
are only a limited number of U.S. 
Foreign Military Sales ( FMS) dol¬ 
lars available to Israel. In foe most 
recent foreign aid package, for ex¬ 
ample, the Reagan Administration 
has asked Congress to appropriate 
foe same Sl.Sb. in FMS assistance 
contained in last year's legislation. 
There was no increase. And don't 


expect Congress to take the initiative 
- as in earlier years - to raise the 
levelsonitsown. 

Tbe U.S. argument is that the 
S40Om. or S500m. FMS a year 
earmarked in recent years for the 
research and development of the 
Lavi - in both the U.S. and Israel - 
could be better spent by Israel on 
other advanced military’ systems. 
But Israeli officials disagree. They 
have their own estimates to show 
that the Pentagon's figures are 
wrong. Some sensitive nerves on 
both sides have been exposed. 

Meanwhile, Congress is getting 
directly into the act. Iis watchdog 
Government Accounting Office 
(GAO) has been commissioned to 
do its own independent cost study of 
foe Lari. Israeli Ministry of Defence 
officials in New York have wel¬ 
comed this decision and have in¬ 
formed foe GAO that Israel will 
fully cooperate with it. A team of 
GAO analysts wfll go to Israel soon 
to take a very close look at the entire 
irogramme. “The sooner the bet- 
t t." an Israeli official said. That 
C ">A report could determine the 
ultunate future of the Lavi, accord¬ 
ing to some savvy U.S. and Israeli 
officials in Washington. 

Pentagon officials are clearly not 
impressed with foe entire Lavi pro¬ 
ject. They dispute Israel's assertions 
that foe Lari represents 21st-centuiy 
technology. They insist that it is no 
more sophisticated than the F-16 and 
maybe not even as good. Israel has 
already taken delivery of or has on 
order 150 F- 16’s. The Pentagon 


wants Israel to order more. 

“The Lari is OK, but it's not that 
great," an American expert said, 
citing the performance data pre¬ 
sented by IAI officials themselves. 
“Its capability is standard." 

When Katun was offered the F-16 
coproduction option the other day, 
he reminded his Pentagon hosts that 
Israel had repeatedly appealed for 
exactly that m the late 197Q's. “Not 
once, not twice, but three times." an 
Israeli official recalled. But the U.S. 
flatly turned Israel's requests down. 

Reagan Administration officials 
concede the point but note that the 
Carter Administration was then in 
office in Washington. “We have a 
different attitude on co-production 
with Israel now," a Reagan spokes¬ 
man said. “We have accepted Israel 
as a strategic asset. Carter didn't." 

Israel, virtually everyone agrees, 
has a dear need for 300 new fighters 
over the next 20 years. The Zakheim 
study accepted this as a given. Israel 
had to make a basic decision six 
years ago on the Lari. Given the 
Carter Administration's rejection of 
any real co-production, approval for 
the new Israeli fighter was granted. 

The Zakheim study was commis¬ 
sioned in April 1985. More than 20 
experts from foe Pentagon, foe State 
Department, the Office of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget, the National 
Security Council and the intelligence 
community were involved. They 
concluded that Israel does indeed 
have a genuine need for 300 more 
planes. They also agreed that Israel 
has foe manpower and technological 
capability to build foe Lavi. Where 
they disagreed with Israel was on the 
matter of cost. They also predicted 
that there would be some real "slip¬ 
page" in Israel's timetable for get¬ 
ting foe Lavi into service. “In any 
such massive project, there are al¬ 
ways delays and setbacks," one 
American official involved in the 
study said. 


Pentagon, IAI wrestle over the ‘46 per cent gap’ 


THE MERE mention of the name 
Dov Zakheim is enough to elicit 
scowls from foe top management of 
the Israel Aircraft Industries. The 
U.S. deputy undersecretary of de¬ 
fence responsible for American cost 
estimates on the Lari fighter prog¬ 
ramme. a former yeshiva student 
and a fluent Hebrew speaker, has 
become the nemesis of the IAI. No 
matter how hard they may try, a 46 
per cent gap continues to exist be¬ 
tween Zakheim's and foe IAI’s esti¬ 
mates of what the fighter will cost. 
The difference could decide whether 
or not the Lavi will ever get past the 
development stage and enter pro¬ 
duction as the air force's next'gear 
eration fighter,-or whether it will- 
become a dead duck on which over 
$1 billion has already been spent. 

Before attempting a cost analysis, 
it is essential to understand that the 
differences between Zakheim and 
foe management of IAI are not only 
a matter of accountancy, but are 
profoundly philosophical. 

For IAI. with its 22.000 em¬ 
ployees, the Lari means more than 
just another project. It is the heart 
and soul of the company’s overall 
effort to remain on the horizon of 
21st-century technology and stay, 
alive economically in an increasingly 
competitive market. 

Zakheim represents foe Penta¬ 
gon, which has what it regards as 
excellent economic and political 
reasons for not wanting billions of 
U.S. aid dollars, by law supposed to 
be spent in America, to be invested 
in Israel. Especially not if the invest¬ 
ment will make Israel more indepen¬ 
dent of foe political shackles inhe¬ 
rent in foreign aid. 

The Zakheim report on foe Lari, 
except for foe cost discrepancies, is 
not all negative. Far from it. 
Zakheim is extremely com¬ 
plimentary about the Lavi’s oper¬ 
ational and technological capabili¬ 
ties, and has no doubt that foe IAI is 
technologically capable of building

it. Fundamentally, however, he 
questions whether the IAI is capable 
of building 24 of the aircraft at foe 
annual cost of $550m. that the De¬ 
fence Ministry has appropriated on 
the basis of the company's calcula¬ 
tions, or whether it will cost the 
$900m. a year that be has estimated. 

If the cost is $900m.. Zakheim 
holds, foe result will be either 
tremendous pressure on foe Israel 
Defence Forces to forgo the acquisi¬ 
tion of other essential weapons' sys¬ 
tems or pressure on the U.S. to 
increase its financial participation, 
or a combination of both. Any of 
these possibilities must be avoided, 
even if it means sacrificing much of 
the $ lb. already invested in the pro¬ 
ject. ‘ 

ZAKHEIM was due to return to 
Israel this week with another team of 
experts, this time to study the econo¬ 
mic viability of building three con¬ 
ventional submarines in Haifa. He 
will, however, also present his re¬ 
vised, figures for the Lavi project. It 
is understood that there have been 
some modifications, but not enough 
to settle foe dispute. The IAI has 
also checked and re-checked its esti¬ 
mates, and continues to insist that 
the Unit Fly-away Cost per aircraft 
at a production rate of 24 a year will 
be between $14 and $15m. per plane 
and not, as Zakheim claims. $22m. 

The Unit Fly-away Cost of an 
aircraft is an essential basis for all 
calculations. If there is no agreement 
on that figure, there can be no agree¬ 
ment on anything else. It is based on 
only three elements: foe price of 
materials; the price of all compo¬ 
nents; and the work-hours involved 
in producing an individual plane. No 
other factors, such as research and 


development, spares,, munitions or 
maintenance costs are considered. 

How, then, is a 46 per cent gap 
possible between the two sides? 

IAI and Israeli Defence Ministry 
officials explain that it is to be found 
in the differing systems of analysis, 
and that one cannot apply American 
standards to Israeli production 
methods. Zakheim, for example, 
bases his calculations on a work- 
hour wage of $47, while foe lAI’s 
figure is $25. “We have never, not 
even at foe height of the inflationary 
madness of two years ago, had a 
work-hour figure of over $30," one 
official said foe other day. “How 
Zakheim gets to $47 is beyond me.” 
Given that both Israeli and Amer¬ 
ican estimates are for 100.000 work 
hours per plane, foe difference is 
appreciable - $2m. per plane. 

Another point of contention is foe 
engine cost. Zakheim says foe PW 
1120 that will power foe Lari will 
cost $4.5ra. per unit. The Israelis say 
this figure is “absurd," since some of 
these engines have already been 
purchased for less than $3m. each, 
while foe remainder, if they are 
purchased from Pratt and Whitney 
and not produced in Israel, will cost 
$2.7m. per unit. 

If they are produced in Israel 
(something that is becoming in¬ 
creasingly doubtful given foe current 
situation of Beit Shemesh Engines 
and the improbability of foe com¬ 
pany's being bailed out by a 
financially-strapped Defence Minis¬ 
try) foe cost will be higher, but still 
way below Zakheim's $4.5m. In any 
event, foe difference in costing, as 
with work hours, is appreciable - 
$ 1.5m. per plane. 

There are other differences as 


well. On components being ordered 
in foe U.S., for example, Zakheim 
includes some development costs 
twice, and estimates higher prices 
for certain interior items than have 
already been contracted and signed 
for by the IAI. Zakheim. Israeli 
defence officials say, also aggregated 
in foe IAI’s estimates of foe costs of 
its own services certain non¬ 
recurring costs that ra included in 
standard American bu^ess/prac¬ 
tice! but hot applied irisales 1 from foe 
IAI to foe Israel air force, the Lavi’s 
primary customer. 

THE LAVI’S problems do not begin 
or end with Zakheim and. essential¬ 
ly, his estimates are no more than 
guidelines for decision-making. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
has been candid in describing foe 
Lari as something he inherited and 
has to live with. He will continue to 
support foe project, he says, pro¬ 
vided production does not cost more 
than foe $550m. a year appropriated 
for the project. The cabinet reaf¬ 
firmed its support of foe project last 
Sunday, though many of foe minis¬ 
ters privately feel that foe Lari is 
something Israel could have done 
without. 

Many in foe senior echelons of foe 
IDF, including some senior air force 
officers, also remain opposed to foe 
project, believing that foe Lavi will 
ultimately become a millstone at foe 
expense of other vital defence sys¬ 
tems. 

Senior IAI management adheres 
adamantly to foe belief that 24 of foe 
fighters, plus the production of 
spares and including all engineering 
costs, can be built within $550m. a 


year. Zakheim and others think this 
is a pipe dream. But then, IAI offi¬ 
cials point out. so was foe belief that 
Israel would be able to build a fighter 
whose operational and technological 
standards Zakheim himself would 
laud in superlatives. 

At IAI, they are convinced that 
the Lavi prototype will fly in 
September this year - “even if 
September this year has to have 36 or 
40 days.” to quote an official. Prepa¬ 
rations for the official roll-out, sche¬ 
duled for July 21, are in full swing. 

But below foe surface, the mood is 
less than buoyant. The constant 
attacks on foe project, and the ques¬ 
tion marks foverTthe-Lavi’s future;’ 
have affectgd meted# and-made it all 
but irapossible'for the IAI to enter* 
into serious negotiations for the pro¬ 
ject with an American partner. That 
could help dissipate some Pentagon 
opposition and change the project 
from a potential millstone into a 
money-maker.

Incidentally, and admittedly 
irrelevantly, I saw Nigel Hawthorne, 
who acts Sir Humphrey in the flesh, 
together with the incomparable 
Glenda Jackson, also in the flesh in a 
play called Across from the Garden 
of Allah. It was an excrescence, the 
dullest most boring and worst acted 
so-called comedy I have ever seen, 
and it convinced me that we must be 
chary of seeing our idols in other 
than two-dimensional shapes on a 
screen. 

On the other hand, Tony Hopkins 
in Pravda . the other play I have seen 
so far, was terrific although I had 
very confused reactions to the play 
itself, a savage satire on Rupert 
Murdoch, the Australian press 
baron disguised on the stage as a 
South African billionaire. 

Pravda begins as a farce about the 
veniality of the press, its preoccupa¬ 
tion with violence and the absurdi¬ 
ties of life to titillate the depraved 
minds of readers and its willingness 


to enter into a tacit conspiracy with 
the establishment to suppress the 
truth. Up to a point, it was 
screamingly funny, a sort of modern 
version of Front Page. Towards the 
end, unobtrusively , it switched into a 
dead serious, passionate and almost 
hysterical denouncement of Mur¬ 
doch and his methods. 


PERHAPS because I was fore¬ 
igner in London, ir took me some 
time to realize that the play had 
turned from a farce into an indignant 
social commentary, so I went on 
lau ghin g uproariously to show that I 
was with it, much to the indignation 
of the rest of the audience and the 
actors on the stage. (With my usual 
bad luck, the only seats available, 
after I had stood in the queue for 
hours, were in the front row, so I was 
eye to eye with Tony when I laughed 
at the wrong times.) 

It was easier than usual to get into 
places in London, because Amer¬ 
ican tourists’were conspicuous by 
their absence, much to the wrath of 
the tabloids, which were running 
furious articles about the cowardice 
of the inhabitants of Great Britain's 
former colony who defied the might 
of the British empire so courageous¬ 
ly but are not prepared to brave the 
wrath of Colonel Gaddafi. 

But here I am indulging in my 
favourite vice, roaming far from the 
strait and narrow oath of television 
reviewing, no doubt inspiring a spate 
of angry letters from readers to the 
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to help the needy children of Israel. 

We’re not sure what it is that 
motivates people to give. Sometimes 
it's a sense of obligation, or appre¬ 
ciation of good fortune. Often peo¬ 
ple want to honour the memories of 
loved ones or a memorable ocassion. 
Whatever the reason, the FF and 
The Jerusalem Post Toy Fund are 
grateful for the generosity of the 
donors.

editor. I must return my attention to 
the box. 

The most impressive thing about, 
all four channels is their preoccupa¬ 
tion with sport. I am filled with 
righteous anger on behalf of those 
Cinderellas of the sports department 
of Israel Television, who are prob¬ 
ably worse treated than any other 
sports department in the world. The 
British stations devote masses of 
time to cricket, the pending World 
Cup, golf, darts, snooker, and every 
other sport imaginable. 

Their coverage on the eve of the 
World Cup included previews 'Of 
what is likely to happen in the com¬ 
ing month and remembrance of 
teams past. There was a very moving 
interview with George Cohen, a 
member of England's victorious 
1966 team, who was correctly de¬ 
scribed as one of the greatest full¬ 
backs in the history of the game. 

Since I was last in England, Chan¬ 
nel Four seems to have become 
firmly established and a very good 
thing this is. It adds an extra dimen¬ 
sion to English television, not neces¬ 
sarily as one mig ht be tempted to 
think, a “highbrow” one. In fact I 
saw higher-browed programmes on 
other channels, an episode in what 
must be a marvellous series. Six 
Centuries of Verse, on ITV and a 
magnificent Carmen on BBC 2. My 
main impression of Channel Four is 
that it’s more adventurous than the 
other channels, if it takes chances 
with the out-of-the-way, often crude 
and seemingly non-professional 
material. It is also tacitly accepted 
apparently to be the outlet foT Brit¬ 
ish e thni c minorities. 

Every night, of course, one can 
choose any from several old films, 
almost all of them good. More than 
ever I realize now how much Israeli 
culture has suffered through the fai¬ 
lure to establish a second channel. 
Reliance on Jordan, Middle East 
Television, video libraries and illicit 
cable stations has inhibited a 
wonderful chance to foster Israeli 
imagination and talent. It is a great 
pity.

JOSEF SZAJNA, though not a Jew 
was an inmate of Auschwitz. His 
Replika, if audiences do not shrug h 
off as schmalzy waxworks, a Holo¬ 
caust Chamber of Horrors, may re¬ 
mind them that the psychic scars that 
stay with the survivors are worse 
than ordinary wartime trauma. 


Textless, plotless, phantoms for 
characters, this is not a play in-any 
accepted sense. It is an in-depth 
study of human disintegration. Play¬ 
ed in tattered sackcloth, in a charnel- 
house of ashes crawling with living 
ghouls, starving spectres that devour 
earth and paper, amid howls of hor¬ 
ror and hideous'laughter it proje#s 
fo© archetypal Wasteland.- Tneciiar- 
acters scrabble for food among 
heaps of decapitated dismembered 
corpses, disembowelled dead with 
gouged-out eyes, and prostheses. 

Enough? Please don’t go on? Is 
the drama of man's violence to man 
too terrible to take? Strange to say. 
Replika was not. It didn’t need such 
a strong stomach as you may think. 

Never, I thought at the outset, has 
the depiction of Holocaust horrors 
struck as deep as this. The effect held 


through the first few episodes. Hor¬ 
ror piled on honor took its toll, 
however. Too much trnth soon 
ceased to traumatize. Except for 
moments that still chilled — like tbe 
cavalcade of the blind, the icon with 
a grinning human bead, candlelit 
spell of solemn silence in tribute to 
the dead - tbe gooseflesh ceased to 
rise. Eventually there was an ex¬ 
haustion of emotion, a lapsing into 
apathy, if not indifference. 

Maybe this was part of Szajna’s 
message: to demonstrate how man¬ 
kind In our time has been dully 
conditioned to the prevalence of 
violence and tbe new spirit of evil.

THE CHARGE, that post-war Pol¬ 
ish theatre tends to repeat itself also 
applies to some extent to Wisniews¬ 
ki’s End of Europe.

And what about the “suffer¬ 
ing of the righteous” as against the 
“prospering of the wicked?" 

The fact that those questions and 
-many others yielded not one conclu¬ 
sive answer, is in itself proof that the 
belief in instant “automatic” retribu¬ 
tion is foreign to Judiasm. The life of 
faith, of which divine moral justice 
and reward and punishment are an 
integral part, is not without inner 
^struggles, doubts and contradic¬ 
tions. In the words of Rabbi 
Soloveitchik: “For the true believer, 
religion is a ‘paradox’ rather than a 
‘paradise’.” 

Tora commentators throughout 
the ages took part in this struggle, 
especially -when dealing with die 
26th chapter of Leviticus and similar 

V_ With the death last week of Jean 
TNordmann, world Jewry has lost an 
outstanding man, Israel a devoted 
friend, Switzerland a distinguished 
citizen. • 

' Tn an era of mediocrity andTeati- 
ership crisis, his unselfish commit¬ 
ment and wise counsel will be mis¬ 
used. 

' Jean Nordmann embodied an un¬ 
usual synthesis of values and qual¬ 
ities that have become pitifully rare 
in JeWish affairs. He was humble in 
pride,'tolerant in resolution, intense 
and inalienable in his Jewishness, 
and wholly committed to the cause 
^and practice of constructive and pro¬ 
ductive coexistence. Above all, he 
'was generous, kind and reliable. 
Seldom, if ever, h^ve I come to know 
sltnebody more nobly steeped in the 
great humanistic tradition of Juda- 
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texts, where sin and transgression 
are to have a direct effect on the 
natural phenomena of rain and 
drought, the political events of war 
and peace, the social dynamics of 
inter-generational relations, and the 
economic conditions of wealth and 
poverty. Prosperity in all those areas 
would be the result of fulfilment of 
God’s commandments; the reverse- 
a result of transgressing them. 

Don Isaac Abrabanel (1437-1508) 
in his commentary of the Tora (first 
printed in Venice, 1579) states no 
fewer than 14 questions concerning 
Leviticus, chapter 26. After a leng¬ 
thy discussion, citing earlier Jewish 
sources, especially Maimonides and 
Nahmanides (Rambam and Ram- 
ban), he comes up with seven va¬ 
rious interpretations as to the con¬ 
nection between human action and 
its possible impact upon natural phe¬ 
nomena. Following Abrabdnel, we 
may underline two ideas which are 
the rationale for the chapter which 
outlines the “blessings” and 
“curses" of retribution. By moving 
from text to context. Abrabanel 
claims, we realize how self evident 
and simple these idea are. 

Chapter 26 does not start out with 
the warning of “if...,” but with a 
statement regarding two require¬ 
ments intrinsic to the entire Tora: (1) 
“You shall not make idols... For I 
the Lord am your God. (2) You shall 
keep My Sabbaths and revere My 
sanctuary. I am the Lord.” 

The Sabbath and the Sanctuary 
represent the Divine presence in this 
world in the two dimensions of Time 
and Space. They both force us to 
divert our attention from the mate¬ 
rial world and direct it towards the 
spiritual. They can be costly; observ¬ 
ing the Sabbath makes one lose 
pecuniary gains. The Sanctuary, too. 
required sacrifices, giving up and 
giving away. In this context comes 
Tora to tell us that in the long run, 
one does not lose by following the 
moral law. On the contrary, it is 
immorality that leads to the loss of 
self, loss of peace of mind and loss of 
possessions amassed through injus¬ 
tice. 

The Midrash (Rabba, Leviticus 
35:4) sees a deeper inner connection 
and interdependence between the 
laws of Tora and the laws of nature 


by dwelling on the word behukotai, 
“My laws," which appears in the 
opening verse (26:3): “If you follow 
My laws." In typical midrashic man¬ 
ner this word, its root (hok or hkk) 
'and its derivations are traced as they 
appear in Scriptures (Jeremiah 
33:25, 5:22, 31:35; Proverbs 
8:27,29), leading up to the idea that 
there is actually one law that governs 
all of creation, the physical as well as 
the moral universe. 

Accordingly, this world, and our 
existence within it, are covenanted 
from the start. The idea is that the 
Tora is the embodiment of law and 
order in the moral universe, even as 
God based the physical universe on 
law and order. The “curses" that 
result from sin are not to be seen as 
“punishment," but rather as a result 
of going against the laws of nature 
which causes upheaval and chaos. 

It is perhaps no wonder that the 
language and imagery used to por¬ 
tray both the “blessing" and the 
“curse" which humans can bring 
upon themselves are couched in eco¬ 
logical terms (26:2-6): The blessing 
is expressed in “rain in season...the 
land shall yield her produce, and the 
trees of the field shall yield tbeir 
fruit...threshing shall reach unto the 
vintage and the vintage shall reach 
unto the growing...and I shall give 
peace in the land...and 1 will remove 
evil beasts from the earth." 

“Peace in the land” could be ren¬ 
dered as “peace for the earth” (orefz 
in Genesis 1:1 is “earth,” not 
“land”). It is portrayed as a time of 
tranquillity and security for man and 
beast alike, marked by the presence 
of God “walking among” them. 

The curse, too. is portrayed as an 
ecological calamity. God is being 
driven out from the world, the divine 
human covenant is broken, and with 
it comes a full collapse and desola¬ 
tion of all life. 

The idea that Tora and universe 
pronounce the same law and are thus 
interdependent, requires our rever¬ 
ence to both. Say the Rabbis in the 
Mishna (Avot 5:1): “By ten divine 
utterances was the world created. 
Why does the Tora indicate this? 
Surely, the world could have been 
ceatad by one utterance! It comes to 
tell us. that God will exact penalty 
from the wicked who destory the 
world which was created by no fewer 
than ten utterances, and that He will 
grant goodly reward to the right¬ 
eous, who maintain the world which 
was created by ten utterances.” 

The Tora portion of this week is Be¬ 
hukotai (Leviticus 26:1-27:34).

NOW WE know why Vice-Premier 
and Foreign Minister Yitzhak Sha¬ 
mir so readily agreed to allow Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres to be fust in 
the only-in-Israel rotation agree¬ 
ment. One can only sympathize with 
Peres, whose long career seems to 
have been haunted by “affairs.” 

There are two crucial differences 
between the first "affair," that was 
linked to the name of the late Plnhas 
Lavon, which erupted onto the head¬ 
lines when Peres was deputy defence 
minister, and the latest involving the 
General Security Services (Shin Bet) 
chief, identified as Avraham Sha¬ 
lom. Then, it took years to learn that 
Binyamin GibD was “the senior offic¬ 
er.” while it was a matter of hours 
before the world knew the identity of 
“the senior official” - indicative of 
how passive the Israeli public and 
press were in the late '50s. 

Secondly, Peres inherited this 
“affair” from the government of 
then premier Shamir and then de¬ 
fence minister Moshe Arens just as 
he arid Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin had to cany out the terrorists- 
for-P-o-Ws exchange deal sanc¬ 
tioned by Shamir and Arens. 

POOR PERES. The premier hardly 
had the time to enjoy the effusive 
compliments of British Prime Minis¬ 
ter Margaret Thatcher before he was 
plunged into the cauldron of the 
latest “affair.” As for her “Iron 
Lady” image, it melted away under 
the warmth of Israeli friendliness. 
She left behind two contrasting im¬ 
ages: kneeling and weeping in the 
gloom of Yad Vashem and cheerily 
joining in a Yemenite folk dance 
with Premier Peres, Jed by top singer 
.Ofra Haza after the state dinner 
given by Peres in her honour in the 
Knesset's Marc Chagall Hall. 

Pity the TV camera failed to re¬ 
cord her Yemenite dance and the 
picture of her surrounded by a circle 
of our ministers like Peres. Arens 
and Science Minister Gideon Part, 
nodding like obedient schoolboys, 
during the reception she and hubbie 
Denis gave at the King David Hotel, 
almost 40 years since the IZL blew it 
up. I was assured by hotel spokes¬ 
man Ziooa San berg that the Ha'aretz 
story intimating that someone in the 
hotel management had suggested 
giving her Begin's book The Re\<olt 
was totally untrue. She had perso¬ 
nally wrapped the present picked up 
by general manager Yossi Heksch, a 
silver statuette by Ya’acov Heller of 
King David as the young harpist. 
Sanberg reported the hard-working 
hotel staff's verdict that “Maggy was 
an ideal guest.” Her entourage occu¬ 
pied 40 suites and rooms at the hotel. 

THATCHER returned home laden 
with gifts: President Chaim Herzog 
presented her at the luncheon at Beit 
H anassi with a beautiful turquoise 
artwork silk scarf. She gave Herzog a 
rare edition of The History of War¬ 
fare by Field Marshal Montgomery, 
commander of the British forces* in 
the D-Day invasion of Normandy, in 
which her host took part as an intelli¬ 
gence officer of the Guards 
Armoured Division. Herzog found a 
common interest with Denis Thatch¬ 
er, golf, and presented him with 
golf-club covers and made him an 
honorary life member of the 
Caesarea Golf Club.

presented her with an art book 
featuring Chagall's Knesset tapes¬ 
tries. Thatcher gave Peres a volume 
of poems by Erase Rosenberg, the 
Anglo-Jewish poet who fell in World 
War I. and was given a gold- 
encircled antique medallion, a coin 
from the year 132 BCE on which is 
engraved the name Shimo n Bar* 
Kochba. with the name Shimon 
boldly printed in ancient Hebrew 
letters. Jerusalem MayorTeddy Kol- 
lek gave Thatcher a copy of Barbara 
Tuchman’s history of Britain’s rela¬ 
tionship with the Holy Land. The 
Bible and the Sword, and she gave 
him a nice 75th birthday compli¬ 
ment, calling him “the youngest 
mayor.” 

Teddy Kollek received over 2,000 
cables and letters from his friends all 
over the world, congratulating him 
on his birthday and singling out his 
unique role as popular Mayor of 
Jerusalem. Prominent among his 
well-wishers were German President 
Richard von Weiszaecker, Chancel¬ 
lor Helmut Kohl, former chancellor 
Helmut Sdunidt and the mayors of 
Berlin and Vienna. *‘I only foiled to 


get a message from Kurt Wal¬ 
dheim.” Teddy quipped. 

WHILE the prime minister’s wife, 
Sonya, was at the airport to welcome 
the Thatchers, she was noticeably 
absent from the Herzog luncheon 
and the Knesset dinner of which she 
was the official hostess. Enquiry eli¬ 
cited the explanation that Mrs. Peres 
had been too busy looking after her 
grandchild, after her daughter-in- 
law had been rushed to hospital. 
However, she did manage to make 
breakfast at home for her husband 
and Thatcher the next morning. 

IT WAS interesting to watch V.I.P. 
entrances into the Chagall Hall, 
especially that of the only tie-less 
guest. Histadrut Secretary-General 
YisraeL Kessar. in the company of 
splendidly-garbed Sephardi Chief 
Rabbi Mordechai Eliaitu who stop¬ 
ped for a moment to allow workmen 
to receive his blessings. Someone 
observed that the two offered an 
unbeatable combination of temporal 
and spiritual power. 

ONE OF the most striking women at 


the dinner was Gail Reason, glamor¬ 
ous mother of four and wife of 
super-tycoon Gerald Ronsoa. The 
Anglo-Jewish magnate, who jetted 
into Israel with Lord Marcus Sieff. 
was honoured on the morrow by the 
two prune ministers laying the cor¬ 
nerstone to the Ashkelon school for 
which he donated $6 million which 
honours the memory of his father, 
Henry. Ronson. reputedly the rich¬ 
est Jew in the UK, owns the giant 
Heron group, the second largest 
privately-owned company in Bri¬ 
tain, and has in recent years taken an 
increasingly prominent role in 
Anglo-Jewish affairs. 

MA’ARTV editor emeritus and 
founder of Tel Aviv University's 
journalism course, Shalom Rosen- 
fdd, demonstrated that even a jour¬ 
nalist has sufficient friends to pack 
the Tel Aviv Museum's Recanati 
Hall, when they gathered to salute 
his becoming 1986 Israel Prize laure¬ 
ate. Greetings were delivered by 
President Herzog. Premier Peres. 
TAU Rector Prof. Yehuda Ben- 
Sbaul and Ma'arh’ editor ldo Dissen- 
duk. The star turn was that of 80- 
plus Dr. Yohanan Bader, who recal¬ 
led tbeir work for the Revisionist 
Movement 48 years ago in Poland. 
Interestingly, apart from Bader and 
another Herat veteran. Ya’acov 
Meridor. no Likudniks appeared. 

ONE highlight of TAU's Board of 
Governors meetings was the 
celebration of Chancellor George 
Wise’s 80th birthday. Others were 
the inauguration of the Zelman 
Weinberg Chair of Cell Biology. Its 
first incumbent is the popular rector. 
Professor Ben-Shaul. Another was 
the inauguration of the Yona and 
Dina Ettinger Chair in the Contem¬ 
porary History of the Middle East. 
Its first occupant is Prof. Itamar 
Rabinovich. Stage director Leonard 
Schach devised and produced a 
“Shakespeare entertainment,” per¬ 
formed by TAU drama students to 
mark the inauguration of the Cedlia 
Sonnenberg Fund for the Advance¬ 
ment of Theatre. Schach and Son¬ 
nenberg are half of Cape Town’ji 
famous Company of Four theatre. 

IT WAS a nostalgic homecoming for 
the Sheraton Corporation’s presi¬ 
dent and chief executive. John 
Kapioltas, who spent three days here 
this week to mark the 2Sth 
anniversary of Sheraton operations 
in Israel. His meteoric career from

The f undame ntal con¬ 
ditions for such a relationship in¬ 
clude a deep respect for Jewish self¬ 
understanding, an open attitude to¬ 
wards the spiritual values of Juda¬ 
ism, and a willingness to listen and to 
learn. One of the key issues con¬ 
fronted has been the Christian mis¬ 
sion and its meaning in the Jewish 
context. The fraternity has also ex¬ 
amined those insights which come 
from the Jewish faith and tradition, 
since Christianity's own sources He 
there.

been the lecture-discussion meetings 
held once a month during the 
academic year. An annual theme has 
been chosen. This year discussions 
centred on Nostra Aetate. with Jew¬ 
ish and Christian guest speakers. A 
Student Christian Forum meets reg¬ 
ularly to provide a context for those 
students who come to work or study 
in Israel and wish to understand the 
social, political and religious reality 
of life here. 

To help such Christian students 
and scholars, who stay in the counnry 
only for a short period, the fraternity 


in 1976 established a Union Cata¬ 
logue of all books and articles pub¬ 
lished after 1945 on the subject of 
Jewish-Christian relations. 

The fraternity also has un impact 
internationally through representa¬ 
tion of its members at various coun¬ 
cils and conferences related to 
Jewish-Christian issues. The mem¬ 
bers, for example, have worked 
under the auspices of the World 
Council of Churches and the Vatican 
Secretariat for Christian Unity. The 
international connection is especially 
maintained through the journal Im¬ 
manuel - a bulletin of religious 
thought and research in Israel - 
which is published in cooperation 
with Jewish scholars. 

Members of the fraternity recog¬ 
nize that there are many ecumenical 
and interfaith concerns to be tackled 
in Jerusalem, a city so important to 
Jews, Moslems and Christians. It is 
hoped that the fraternity will include 
more representatives' from local 
churches. This is, of course, a sensi¬ 
tive and difficult task. It is also 
perhaps the greatest challenge faring 
those Christians who take seriously 
the message of peace and reconcilia¬ 
tion as an integral and compelling 
part of their relations with all peo¬ 
ple. The raison d'etre of the fraterni¬ 
ty is the need to pursue, whatever 
the difficulties, a relationship of 
greater integrity and wholeness with 
our elder brother, the House of 
Israel.

If the London bookmakers are to

^gtiide as any, Brazil, Argentina and 
Uruguay stint as favourites, with 
Mexico next. 

Three of the contenders - Scot- 
land^€ngland-asd-Argentina—re¬ 
cently played Israel and it was the 
Argentinians who made the greatest 
impression. 

With Maradona, Valdano, and 
new discovery Borghi, the Argenti- 
* nian attack looked awesome. 

But they conceded two goals 
against Israel and could prove to be 
• vulnerable in defence, although they 
should qualify for round two from 
their group, which has Italy, Bulgaria 
and South Korea. 

The glorious Brazilians have been 
hard hit by injury problems in recent 
*#eks. Their superstar ZSco is now 
doubtful for the early matches, and 
manager Tele Santana has come in 
for sharp criticism for the way the 
team has been prepared and for 
some disappointing results in warm- 
up matches. 

Uruguay have won the World Cup 
twice, but that was back in the 1930s. 
They are current champions of 
South America and strongest in de¬ 


fence, where their captain 30-year- 
old Rodolfo Rodriguez plays in goal. 

The lanky midfield maestro Enzo 
Francescoli, a frequent goalscorer 
for River Plate, Is the kingpin of this 
side. 

Uruguay are in the toughest group 
of the competition, with West Ger¬ 
many, Scotland and Denmark. 

Mexico, led by the redoubtable 
Hugo Sanchez of Real Madrid, are 
in an easier group and look set for a 
place in the second round with Bel¬ 
gium in tow, and at the expense of 
Paraguay and Iraq. 

The East European challenge 
comes from Poland, the USSR, 
Hungary and Bulgaria. Poland have 
often proved a surprise in World 
Cup competition, and if Zbigniev 
Boniek, who plays in Italian foot¬ 
ball, and strikers Smolarek and 
Dziekanowski can hit top form, they 
should gain one of the first two 
places in a group with England, 
Portugal and Morocco. 

Hungary and the USSR have been 
drawn into the same group, where 
they should have no trouble beating 
Canada, but have to face the formid¬ 
able French, the champions of 
Europe. 

The Russians have had poor re¬ 
sults in recent internationals, but 
their champions Kiev have just won 
the European Cupwinners title and 
eleven of their players are in the 
Soviet squad. 

The Kiev manager, Valeri Koba- 
novsky, -has just taken over the 
national squad in a late switch at the 
top. 

Hungary will be fielding its best 
team since the “Magnificent 
Magyars” side of 1954, arguably the 
finest national team ever. Today's 
Hungarians may not bear compari¬ 
son to Puskas, Kocsis, Hidegkuti 
and Co., but strikers Lajos Detari 
and Yosef Kipricfa are highly rated. 
Midfield general Tiber Nyilasi is out 
of the squad due to injury. 

Who will lead the West European 
challenge? Italy are the defending 
World Cup holders and outplayed 
Brazil and Argentina four years ago. 
France are undisputed champions of 
Europe. West Germany are tradi- • 
tionally powerful World Cap con¬ 
tenders.

The Scots and Belgians have a lot of 
talent. Spain could be the long shot 
in the pack, but the surprise packet 
may well be little Denmark, playing 
in their first ever World Cup finals. 

Italy has retained many players ■ 
from four years ago, though mana¬ 
ger Enzo Bearzot cannot be happy 
with their results since those intox¬ 
icating days in Madrid. 

There is no denying the power and 
ability of veterans like Cabrini, 
Sdrea, Tardelli and Gentile.

Mexico’s cup 
of courage 


THE WORLD Cup finals will kick 
off in Mexico just nine months after 
the capital was literally torn apart by 
an earthquake. 

So just how did Mexico convince 
Fifa that the finals should come back 
to Central America? 

The answer seems to be that, in 
fact, they did not need to do much 
persuading. Fifa, or at least Presi¬ 
dent Joao Havelange, were already 
fairly well-disposed to the Mexicans’ 
candidature. 

Initially, of course, Colombia 
were to host the competition, follow¬ 
ing the tradition that the finals are 
played alternately in Europe and 
Latin America. But when the Col¬ 
ombians found out that the format 
^adopted in Spain in 1982, which 
Thcreased’the number of nations tak¬ 
ing part from 16 to 24, was not 
merely an experiment but was to be 
continued this time around, they 
pleaded poverty and lack of facilities 
and handed the competition back to 
Fifa to find another venue. 

If the finals were to be played in 
Latin America, Brazil was the ob¬ 
vious choice. But Brazil, apart from 
being for many people the unofficial 
home of football, is also the third 
world’s biggest debtor and it was not 
long before they too found them¬ 
selves unable to cope with the finan¬ 
cial demands of the competition and 
renounced the right to stage the 
finals.' 

Whatever the rights and wrongs of 
the case, a new venue bad to be 
found and there were only three 
contenders, Mexico, proposed by 
Fifa, the United States and Canada, 
who both proposed themselves. 

At that point, it looked like a 
straight fight between Mexico and 
the Americans, but despite an 
impressively-prepared dossier and 
the silver-tongued advocacy of 
America's number one football fan, 
former secretary of state Henry Kis¬ 
singer, the United States’ claims 
were barely considered. 

The only obvious manipulation 
came in keeping the big-Latin Amer¬ 
ican nations apart, the main casual¬ 
ties of which were Denmark, who 
lost out in the seedings lottery to 
Paraguay and now join the strongest 
group, headed by Uruguay. But 
then, the attraction of keeping the 
South Americans apart for as long as 
possible must have been irresistible, 
as it will maintain interest in the 
region and keep attendances high. 

All this was nothing, though, com¬ 
pared to the events of September 
and the devastating earthquake 
which left 7,000 people dead. Surely 
now, the finals could not be held 
there, the necessary repair work 
could not be completed in time and 
so the competition would have to be 


rehoused once again or at least post¬ 
poned for a year. 

Not at all. Without sending a 
group of observers to inspect the 
stadiums and hotel facilities, Fifa 
announced in Zurich that they had 
received assurances from the presi¬ 
dent of the organizing committee 
Guillermo Caneda that all was well, 
and Havelange endorsed this on a 
routine visit to Mexico in October. 
No other Fifa official set foot in 
Mexico before the draw took place 
.last December, and by that time of 
course, it was all rather too late to 
call a halt. 

But for all that, Mexico have done 
a ’sterling and courageous job in 
rebuilding, and it is to be hoped that 
none of the possible problems will 
discolour the event, although the 
sell-out to European TV, forcing 
players into the unnatural situation 
of playing in intense sunshine at 
7.000 feet above sea-level, is surely 
enough to kill off any serious Euro¬ 
pean challenge for the cup, even 
assuming that there had been one. 

There is, of course, danger loom¬ 
ing from another quarter for the 
organizers and the Mexican author¬ 
ities, not to mention the public, and 
it is easy to underestimate it. That is, 
the possible eruption of a hooligan 
element. 

To this extent, the eyes of the 
world will be turned towards Mon¬ 
terrey, where England's notorious 
ragged hordes will be based in the 
opening stages. 

Despite the horrors of the Heysel 
Stadium tragedy in Brussels last 
year, the Mexicans insist that they 
are expecting no trouble. 


The men the stars 
call‘Boss’ 


FOUR YEARS after guiding Italy to 
their third World Cup triumph, Em m 
Bearzot is setting new records, hop¬ 
ing to emulate a legend in Italian 
soccer. ..and dragging several with¬ 
drawn veterans of international 
management into thelimelighr. 

Bearzot, who will be creating a 
record by participating in his third 
finals in Mexico following those held 
in Argentina and Spain, could have 
been excused for making a dignified 
exit following his 1982 exploits. 

Instead, he is heading towards the 
strains and pressures of another 
World Cup finals series in a country 
where the climate and altitude are 
sure to add to the problems. 

It will be no easy trip for the 
58-year-old pipe-smoker who instil¬ 
led discipline and adventure to the 
previously wayward and disappoint¬ 
ing Italians. 

What surely drives him on is an 
ambition to equal the feats of Vittor¬ 
io Pozzo, the manager who took Italy 
to their first World Cup win in Rome 
in 1934 and then successfully de¬ 
fended the trophy in Paris in 1938. 

Pozzo, who managed the Italian 
team for 20 years, gave Italian soccer 
an energy and standing that it did not 
fully recover following his retire¬ 
ment until Bearzot came to power. 

Like Bearzot, Spain’s Miguel 
Munoz, Belgium's Guy Thys, Bifly 
Bingham of Northern Ireland. Omar 
Boras of Uruguay and Brazil’s Tele

tracksuits and men who command as 
much publicity as their star players.

He was a member of the great

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Insurance industry sliding 



Firms haven’t recovered from losses, lack leadership

THE COUNTRY’S insurance in¬ 
dustry had a fairly good year in 1985, 
say its leaders. Although the final 
results are not yet in from all the 
firms, enough have been published 
to obtain a genera] picture. Howev¬ 
er. despite the improvement over 
the disastrous year of 1983 and the 
very shaky recovery of 1984, last 
year's figures do not represent a firm 
swing back to good times. The fear is 
that exactly the opposite is occur¬ 
ring. 

According to Alfred Goltz, the 
chairman of the Association of In¬ 
surance Companies and managing 
director of the industry giant, Hass- 
neh, there was a brief period of 
boom in the first part of 19S5, but 
things have been sliding downhill 
ever since. In a recent interview with 
The Jerusalem Post, and again in a 
press conference held by the associa¬ 
tion earlier this week, Goltz made it 
quite clear that he is worried by the 
emerging trends and is seeking ways 
of doing something to stop the rot. 

(The association, by the way, is 
only concerned with elementary, or 
genera] insurance, meaning houses, 
cars and other kinds of property 
insurance. Life insurance is a sepa¬ 
rate branch, with its own roof orga¬ 
nization, although the companies, of 
course, do business in both sectors. 
Life insurance makes profits quite 
consistently; it has problems, but 


they are of a very different nature 
from those in general insurance. 
This article is concerned only with 
the latter sector.) 


THE RESULTS of eight companies, 
which represent over 50 per cent of 
the industry, show a total inflation 
adjusted profit for 1985 of NIS 29 
million ($19.5m.) t compared to a 
loss of NIS 10m ($6.7m) in equiva¬ 
lent money value, in 1984. The 1985 
profits comprise almost 5 per cent of 
the premium income for the year. 
Projecting these figures for the 
whole industry would give a total 
profit figure of some NIS 60m. 
(S40m.) before tax. 

Total premiums grew by only 3-4 
per cent in real terms, a fact that 
Goltz ascribed to the effects of the 
freeze in the exchange rate in the 
second half of the year. This stopped 
the rise in do liar-Linked premiums, 
and also reduced their value in terms 
of the consumer price index; which 
continued to rise, if more slowly. 
Despite this, the profitability of the 
indostry increased, due to several 
factors. 

First and foremost, the value of 
claims filed by clients dropped by 5 
per cent in real terms. This trend was 
especially noticeable in the car insur¬ 
ance area, where the fall reached 10 
per cent. This was the result of a 
decline in the number of road acci¬ 


dents last year, something for which 
there is no dear explanation, and 
which has already been reversed, 
unfortunately. 

The other main factor in impro¬ 
ving the bottom line was the growth 
in financial profits. The companies' 
cash Sow allowed them to take foil 
advantage of the veiy high real in¬ 
terest rates that existed for most of 
last year, in the wake of the super- 
tight monetary policy employed by 
the Bank of Israel. 

As noted, the area of business that 
had the best year was the car insur¬ 
ance sector. After three straight los¬ 
ing years, this sector reached a rate 
of profit of 12 per cent on the aver¬ 
age, and much more than that in the 
first part of 1985. So pleased were 
the companies with this develop¬ 
ment, that they decided they had 
room to start undercutting each 
other, particularly in chasing the big 
group insurances of large firms and 
organizations. They also eased off in 
the cost-cutting efforts they bad 
made in 1984, believing that the 
money would now roll in by itself. 


“UNFORTUNATELY,” Goltz 
noted in our interview, “the insur¬ 
ance industry is unable to stick to the 
non-discrimination agreement.” 
That is the "voluntary" agreement 
the association tried to impose on its 
members to stop the undercutting of 
premium rates authorized by the 
commission er of insurance at the 
Treasury. When times were hard, 
the companies played ball - except 


for a few which refused to join the 
association or abide by its rules. 
When the market improved, the 
temptation to cut comers proved 
greater than the threat of the rather 
small fines the association was able 
to impose. 

Goltz realizes that market forces 
will always beat the association. He 
rejects the charge that the non¬ 
discrimination agreement is a thinly- 
veiled cartel, pointing out that the 
fragmented state of the industry 
means that many firms do business 
with, a very short-term, approach, 
and on wafer-thin or even non¬ 
existent margins, just to get the 
business. Their own longer-term in¬ 
terests would dictate a more prudent 
attitude, because they end up cutting 
their own throats. Butin the prevail¬ 
ing circumstances. It is the short¬ 
term pressure that wins. 

This led Goltz to push for a reform 
in the whole system of car insurance, 
something that was finally approved 
by the Treasury last week and will go 
into effect in August, if the Knesset 
Finance Committee doesn’t create 
difficulties. It will relieve the press¬ 
ure from the car insurance sector, 
where the profits have turned to 
losses as cutthroat competition 
mounted in late 1985 and early 1986. 
But it will not solve some of the 
industry's other problems. 

House insurance, for instance, 
continued to lose money in 19S5, at 
the same pace -15 per cent or so of 
the premiums - that it did the year 
before. The companies have moved 


in the direction of lowering pre¬ 
miums and raising the minimum 
amount of participation by the 
policy-holder. This cuts out a lot of 
small claims that are both labour and 
computer-intensive, and will help in 
the long run. 

Reinsurance, which is done 
through foreign companies, has be¬ 
come very much more expensive for 
the Israeli industry. After years of 
losing heavily on their Israeli opera¬ 
tions, the foreigners got fed-up and 
took action. Some left, and those 
who stayed on dictated very stiff 
terms last year and thereby wound 
up with a decent profit for the first 
time in a decade. This year they will 
probably turn the screw another 
notch, causing more pain to the local 
firms. 

This is forcing Goltz and others to 
seek alternative forms of cover, 
within the framework of their ex¬ 
isting relationships with the big 
European reinsurers, so as to try and 
get their costs down in this area. This 
problem will come to a head later 
this year. 

But in the meantime, the ongoing 
dollar freeze is hurting more and 
more. The wage erosion of last year, . 
which saved the industry plenty of 
money on one of its major expense 
items, is now a thing of the past. So, 
too, is the decline in the number of 
claims, and the absence of major 
fores that pushed the ratio of claims- 
to-premiums conveniently lower in 
1985; this year it’s beading back up. 
FINALLY, the underlying weak¬

ness of many firms - their lack of 
capital, and their inability, in the 
current state of the stock market, to 
raise fresh capital - is coming to the 
surface again, after the positive de : 
velppments of 1985 allowed this un¬ 
desirable situation to be covered up- 
According to Goltz„ even rights 
issues, such as his company Hassneh , 
made last year, are a non-starter. 
“Some companies have insufficient 
capital and reserves, according to 
the current regulations. However, 
the commissioner will have to live 
with that.” 

This sanguine approach is all very 
well, insofar as it assumes that Yehu¬ 
da Drori, the commissioner, can do 
nothing abput this lack of capital. 
But if foe muttered fears of Goltz 
and others in the industry - that 1985 
was a passing phenomenon and that 
this year will see profits erode and 
losses re-emerge - are indeed real¬

each. In theory this should mean that, 
mergers and acquisitions are easily 
arranged: in practice, legal obsta- j 
des, primarily connected to tax con- - 
siderations, make them not worth¬ 
while.

the OVERALL picture of the; 
insurance industry is thus one 
weakness. The firms, even the big 
ones, have ; not yet recovered from_ 
the huge losses they posted in 1983.

Externally, the industry is no lon¬ 
ger able to face down the demands of 
its reinsurers. Internally, at the first.

Elite chocolate wants to keep leadership a family affair 


BUSINESSES founded by sev¬ 
eral families such as. Elite (an 
Israeli hallmark for excellent choco¬ 
late, sweets and instant coffee) seem 
to develop, with slight variations, 
along a definite pattern. 

Some of the founding generation 
invest not only their capital but most 
of their working lives in the under¬ 
taking. Members of the second gen¬ 
eration follow in their footsteps but 
without the same intensity, for while 
holding the “family business” in re¬ 
verence. they also attempt to show 
their own entrepreneurial skills. 

They brarfeh out into other fields, 
often investments which do not re¬ 
quire daily management. The third 
generation considers the original 
family business just another of the 
family “holdings”. They-rarely let 
sentiment stand hi their way if more 
money can be made otherwise. As 
far as is known, the financial hold¬ 
ings of the original families is as 
great, if not greater, outside Elite as 
it is in the company. 

The sons and grandsons of 
Elite’s founders earlier this month 
saw control slipping into the heads of 
another company, Sugat (jointly 
owned by E. D. and F. Man com¬ 
modities) of London, and the Feder- 
man family, of Israel. 

Nevertheless, \ Elite will still be 
run, in the forseeable future, by the 
son and the grandson of the late 
David Mosevics, one of the eight 
founding families. His son, Mark 
Mosevics, 65, will remain as chair¬ 
man of the board, while his grand¬ 
son, David, the managing director, 
has been offered a three to five year 
contract by Sugat. So, the Sugat 
“lake-over” differs from accepted 
patterns where the outsider moves in 
and kicks out the leading insiders. 

Thus, the saga, for some of the 
original founding families is not 
over. There is even a chance, admit¬ 
tedly a slight one, that they might try 
to. improve their equity position ia 
Elite and perhaps become dominant 
again. 


MARK MOSEVICS, asked about 
the latter possibility, refused to com¬ 
ment. However, be disclaimed any 


dissatisfaction about the changes in 
the company, welcoming the addi¬ 
tion of fresh foreign capital. 

“The next few years wil] see if we 
and the Sugat group can work in 
harmony - as I folly believe we can. 
All I am willing to say is that we will 
fully cooperate, in the best interest 
of Elite. Z am optimistic about the 
future.” 

The Elite story started, in Riga, 
Latvia, in 1933. on a much less 
optimistic note. The Naas were 
gaining strength in Germany, and 
even then, a dozen years before - 
World War II broke out, the Zionists 
in Riga sensed the danger. 

Eight Zionist businessmen de¬ 
cided to set up a chocolate and 
sweets family in Palestine. They did 
so in Ramat Gan - then something, 
alien to a development town: 

The eight families (most of whom 
were already in the chocolate and 
sweets business) were: Eliahu From- 
ctaenko, David Mosevics, Ya'accv 
Arens, Yosef Segal, Gershon Preil, 
and Eliahu Kopilov, each of whom 
held 14 per cent, and David Ettinger 
and Aharon Nisseb, who held 8 per 
cent each. 

Fromchenko came here first in the 
mid 1930's to run the plant, which 
originally employed about 100 per¬ 
sons. In 1940, Mosevics settled here. 

It was these two families whose 
names symbolized Elite, although 
members of the other families also 
worked, or are still working, for the 
company. 

The senior positions were held by 
Fromchenko and later by his two 
sons. Aba, who retired some years 
ago, and Dr. Ya'aoov Fromchenko. 
Aba's former son-in-law, Avi Pelo- 
soff. was joint managing director 
until recently, and Dr. Ya’acov 
Fromchenko’s three sons, Ami, 
Dan. and Alon. are still active in the 
company. 

Today, the top positions in the 
company, as noted, are held by the 
Mosevics*, father and son. 

As time passed, the Nisseh family 
sold out its holdings and the Cohen 
family acquired those of tbe Ettinger 
fa mily. 

ELITE GOT OFF to a good start. 


Key mistakes have opened door 
to possible takeover from outside

By 1936 it was exporting not only to 
England, but also to Egypt, Leba¬ 
non (where it bad a store), Syria. 
Iraq and Jordan. One of its best lines 
was a “fancy box” of candy adorned 
with the portrait of King Abdallah. 

Then came World War II. Busi¬ 
ness boomed as allied troops in the 
Middle East and the Mediterranean 
Basin developed a “sweet; tooth". 
Mark Mosevics’s command of.Eo- 
glish made him “liaison" officer to 
the Allied armies. 

The end of the war saw business 
slump. The huge allied armies left, 
leaving only small garrisons behind. 
And mounting tension between the 
Yishuv and its Arab neighbours 
caused the market to dwindle. Then 
the early days of independence 
brought stringent rationing. 

As times got better Elite's policy 
of plowing back most profits imo the 
firm led to its rapid expansion, main¬ 
ly by setting up its own plants, but 
also by acquiring others, such as 
CD. and Lieber, both former com¬ 
petitors. 

Today .Elite has some fourteen 
plants, in such places as Nazareth (its 
largest one employing 700 persons). 
Salad, Lod, and Beit Shemesh .and 
of course Ramat Gan. 

Elite even expanded overseas, 
building instant coffee plants in 
Korea and Thailand, although it sold 
both sometime later. 

Today,’it employs 3,000 people 
and it has only had one major labour 
dispute, a fairly long strike in 1973. 


ITS SALES during the current years 
will be around SI30m., of which at 
least S16m. will be exports. The 
leading customers are the UK, the 
U.S., Canada, and Australia.'Dun & 
Bradstreet lists Elite as Israel's four¬ 


teenth largest company, and the 
sixth largest private company, com¬ 
ing after Elsdnt, Elbit, Paper mills, 
Dubek, and Polgat. 

It produces some 700 products in 
our main branches, lire first is 
chocolates (95 per cent of the local 
market despite some fifteen small 
competitors), and sweets and waf¬ 
ers, (about 50.per cent of the local 
market). •* . • ' 

The second field is coffee. 

The company has interests in 
other fields, citrus concentrates, 
processed fruit products and sesame 
products such as halva. 

Over' the years. Elite took two 
steps which proved to be bad mis¬ 
takes. Both paved the way for the 
present takeover efforts. 

Tbe first was in 1970 when Mark 
Mosevics was also President of the 
Manufacturers Association. With 
Yitzhak Ben-Aharon, Secretary 
general of the Histadrut and the late 
finance minister Pinbas Sapir, he 
signed the first “package deal" to 
help get the economy on an even 
keel. 

Mosevics accepted price controls 
for the benefit of tbe country as a 
whole, but with a definite six-month 
time limit. But the controls on most 
of Elite’s products will continue 
some 16 years later. 

In tbe 1984/85 fiscal year this hurt 
Elite badly. Inflation was soaring, 
the cost of financing and the price of 
imported raw materials in foreign 
currency rose. 

But the price of local products was 
fixed. True, the price of local goods 
was adjusted, but always a bit too 
late. 

Elite lost money for the first time 
in half a century. The sum. about 
$750,000 was not great, but it was 


significant- Elite was vulnerable. 
The Sugat group smelled blood, or at 
least cooking chocolate. 


THE SECOND mistake occured in 
1973. To raise money. Elite went 
public, selling 20 per cent of its 
equity for about $3.2m. In 1977, 
another emission, also of 20 per 
cent,.raised about Pm-. Aba was 
then Managing Director; Mark was 
chairman of the Board. 

The mistake was in not going 
public, but offering the public shares 
with voting rights. This reduced not 
only the equity, but also the voting 
rights, of the original families. 
Moreover at the same time the 
Cohen family sold its shares. 

This left the six remaining found¬ 
ing families holding about 55 per 
cent of Elite, certainly more than 
enough to maintain control, espe¬ 
cially since the now defunct Danot 
Investments, founded and headed 
by Mosevics, picked up 10 per cent. 
And another 10 per cent picked up 
by Supersol was not considered 
dangerous. 

But a new star was rising in tbe 
business field, Yitzhak Federman 
(no relation to the hotelier family), 
an importer. He soon became the 
country's leading importer of rubber 
products. He also branched out imo 
other commodities, especially sugar, 
cocoa and coffee, ali raw materials 
needed by Elite. 

Moreover, he became the Israeli 
representative of E. D. & F. Man 
Ltd. which specialized in these com¬ 
modities. 

His sons, Shalom (“Shaii”) and 
David joined him. Yitzhak shifted 
his headquarters to London, Shalom 
headed the Israeli business, and 
David divided his time between 


Israel and London. If the Federmans 
have one distinguished characteris¬ 
tic, it is to avoid being in the lime¬ 
light, or even letting others know 
what they plan to do- 

The Federmans jointly with Man 
bought Sugat, a plant in Kiiyat Gat. 
originally designed to process sngar 
from beets, another brilliant Israeli 
idga which collapsed. The Feder¬ 
mans turned Sugat into a- packing 
plant for their sugar imports. 

The Sugat group quietly and gra¬ 
dually acquired some 12 per cent of 
Elite shares on the stock market, and 
the FedeTmans also acquired 
another 2 per cent, all at consider¬ 
ably above their market value.. 

Elite became aware of what was 
happening, but it did not see any 
impending danger. wei-'; 

(fcmed'fbe*'-move)' cohsiderfo^-it'an • 
investm 6 nt'by : &Targe non-Jewish 
company in Israel, guaranteeing 
Elite a steady supply of raw mate¬ 
rials at lower prices - since they held 
a chunk in Elite. 

Elite did not even think it danger¬ 
ous when David Federman deman¬ 
ded, and received, the position of 
deputy chairman of the board. 


BUT THINGS assumed different 
proportions when Sngat acquired 
the 10 per cent held by Supersol for 
$3.9m. a short while ago. Sugat now 
held 24 per cent, but the founding 
families still held a total of 46.5 per 
cent. (Kopilov, about 85 per cent; 
Mosevics, 8 per cent; Segal and 
Arens 7 per cent each; Ya'accv 
Fromchenko. 6.4 per cent; Aba 
Fromchenko, 5.4percent; and Preil, 
4.2 percent.) 

Coming up for sale were the 10 per 
cent held by Danot. Whoever 
bought these shares would be in an 
advantageous position. The found¬ 
ing families could not form a solid 
front. Moreover they lacked the in¬ 
clination to buy them and the 
offspring of the founders had ex¬ 
panded into other fields. 

The Sugat group had an easy (if 
costly) victory. It made an offer to 
Dr. Ya’acov Fromchenko he could 
not resist; $3.9m. for his 6.4 per cent 
of the shares. 


Thus, Sugat now had slightly more , 
than 30 per cent of the shares and the. 
founding families only 40 per cent: 
They conceded tbe fight and a few.

down a constitutional basis for the 
operation of the security forces." 

Lavon nursed his grudge alone, 
and in a small circle of friends, while 
digging away for evidence to help 
vindicate himself. He was not very 
successful until 1957, when the com¬ 
mander of the Egyptian Jewish net¬ 
work. AvTabam Zaidenberg, of IDF 
Intelligence, was recalled from a 
posting in Europe and tried for other 
offences. 

Questioned at the in camera trial 
about the orders he got to launch the 
network’s operations, Zaidenberg 
told the court that he had been 
suborned to testily to an investigator 
sent to interrogate him to implicate 
Lavon, and that documents had 
been falsified after the network was 
cracked. 

After this became known to 
Lavon, his own pressure and that of 
political allies led to the bolding of a 
number of probes. These supplied 
Lavon with more material-useful to 
support his claim that he had been 
“framed”. But when the then prime 
numster rejected Lavon’s demand 
for a comprehensive official inquiry 
Lavon sought succour publicly ia the 
political world and inside the Mapai 
(Labour) party. The resultant clash 
with Ben-Gurion, soon dub¬ 
bed the “Lavon Affair”, helped 
transform the face of this country’s 
politics for more than two decades, 
leading in some measure to greater 
civil control of the defence establish¬ 
ment - though not as radical - as 
Lavon said he wanted. 

The most vocal protagonists, 
Lavon and Ben-Gurion, brought ab¬ 
out their own political destruction. 


Lavon at once, and Ben-Gurion la¬ 
ter. Three whom Lavon detested, 
Dayan, Peres and Yitzhak Navon, 
went on to long and influential poli¬ 
tical careers albeit controversial. 

The Post sought one of the experts 
on the “security mishap and Lavon 
Affair”, Prof. Dan Horowitz of the 
Hebrew University, who wrote a 
book, “The Affair”, in 1962, in 
collaboration with Eliahu Hassin. 
Horowitz and Hassin were journal¬ 
ists at the time. Their analysis of the 
events was savagely cut by the milit¬ 
ary press censorship. It did not de¬ 
pict Ben-Gurion. Dayan or Peres in 
a positive light. 

Horowitz agreed that the “secur¬ 
ity mishap” would never have been 
transformed from a secret snafu into 
a national scandal had political rival¬ 
ries and personal accounts not ex¬ 
isted already, to add the necessary 
momentum. 

He conceded that the “Lavon 
Affair” and the current controversy 
over the chief of the General Secur¬ 
ity Service (GSS) have many superfi¬ 
cial elements in common, although 
he stressed he has limited and poss¬ 
ibly unreliable information from the 
media on the GSS controversy. 

Basically, Horowitz said, the two 
episodes differ. 

Superficially both episodes, he 
noted, contain a victim, convinced 
he was unfairly treated, seeking red¬ 
ress through conventional channels 
first, then having recourse to uncon¬ 
ventional channels later, such as the . 
media. 

Both episodes contain elements of 
forgery (as alleged), suborning of 
witnesses, elimination of documents 
and misleading of inquiry panels, if 


reports about the Ashkelon bus 
probes are to be believed. 

Horowitz told The Post. “After 
the actual operations in Egypt were 
discovered in 1954, there were no 
public repercussions, and only a few 
Israeli officials and officers knew the 
background. The Lavon Affair with 
its immense public echoes was born 
only six years later. 

“One man, Lavon, went around 
with the certainty that he had been 
framed and victimized, but he could 
not prove it. He kept the issue inside 
himself and among a very small 
circle of intimates. 

“It was mainly the Zaidenberg 
trial which suggested that evidence 
was available of deliberate interfer¬ 
ence in the course of the various 
inquiries so as to put Lavon into a 
bad light and nail down his involve-- 
meat 

“Files were said to be empty; 
documents were said to be missing; 
papers were said to contain forger¬ 
ies; details were said to have been 
altered; Zaidenberg, then called by a

pseudonym, claimed that his super¬ 
iors compelled him to give false 
testimony. 

“Lavon wanted vindication. He 
came to Ben-Gurion and demanded 
that a previous inquiry which had 
failed to rule on his involvement, be 
subject to review in the light of fresh 
material. B-G refused and his refusal 
was the spark which ignited the 
Lavon Affair. 

“The political fuel which trans¬ 
formed 'the secret mishap into a 
national issue came from the suspi¬ 
cion felt by veterans of die Mapai 
and Ahdut Ha’A voda parties toward 
the circle of B-G’s intimates. Many 
of them had accounts going back 
years, to settle with B-G. Many felt 
that B-G had wronged them and 
hampered their careers. 


THERE WAS political pressure 
thrusting for expression. When it 
came up against the military press 


-censorship, the mystery thickened, 
tbe secrecy intensified, and the 
curiouslty added momentum. 
Ma’ariv took up the Lavon AffaiT as 
a crusade. .The events were depicted 
with the use of mysterious code- 
names like the ‘Uhird man", the 
“officer in the reserves", the “senior 
officer” and “the stenographer". 

“Censorship built a wall around 
the local media, while tbe foreign 
media played no role in the story. 
The public, albeit confused by foe 
unclear nature of tbe media reports 
here, was nevertheless able to grasp 
that a man was claiming he was 
denied justice by foe politicians in 
power who wanted to sweep his 
grievances underneath foe carpet. 

“But finally Lavon came to foe 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De¬ 
fence Committee and the details of 
his charges spilled out. It was from . 
that day on, that the committee 
became a‘leaky body’.” 


“Lavon was very angry at Peres, 
campaigning ferociously against 
him, even though Peres's involve¬ 
ment in foe security mishap and 
subsequent developments was 
apparently marginal. During the ini¬ 
tial secret probes, after the network 
was discovered, Peres gave testi¬ 
mony with regard to dates of meet¬ 
ings at which the early operational 
planning of the network operation 
was mentioned. 

“The question was put to Peres, as 
to whether he believed Lavon cap¬ 
able of baring given the order, the 
green light to go ahead with foe 
sabotage in Egypt. Since foe inquiry 
was nota statutory one. this question 
could be asked, presumably, even 
though it would seem to be an in¬ 
admissible leading question. Peres 
gave a reply which Lavon (on learn¬ 
ing of it) interpreted as meaning that 
‘Lavon gives orders, then either de¬ 
nies he gave them, or does not 
remember he gave them, since he is 
not always in control of himself. 
Lavon never forgave Peres for that.” 


Horowitz said that Peres and even v 
more Navon (then B-G’s head of 
bureau) said later that B-G sbouicP 
not have let foe affair fester sjQ'long, “J 
because when it burst,- it spread; 
trouble far and wide. 

Horowitz said; “Those who ^ 
opposed Lavon did not accuse him of. '

But last 
year only 405 Americans came to 
live here, and only 209 ohm came 
from France. The reason is simple: 
in the U-S. and France, Jews (and 
Israelis) can do business, work 
bard, make money and expand and- 
if they want to - also preserve their 
Jewish identity. The benefits of 
Israeli culrure simply do not com¬ 
pensate for the lore of the West’s 
free enterprise system. 

Here the economy - or most of it- 
is controlled by the gover nme nt- or 
one or another of its arms. The 
government decides what to pro¬ 
duce, where to do it, how much 
profit is allowed, how much workers 
should be paid, who is eligible for 
capital, or government aid, and a 
million other issues.

By the same token, 7foe .absence of 
any clouds on the immediate horizon 
leads most market participants to 
believe that this trend will remain in 
force, at least for the moment. 
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Ail the moves are determined 
ahead of time, so that real entrep¬ 
reneurs are discouraged. 

All their energy is spent on either 
trying to get government help or 
finding holes in the system that will 
allow them to succeed. 

Since the government doesn’t 
make l$j>g-jajige plans, and stability 
in Israel is still a new invention; even 
the entrepreneur willing to invest his 
own capital doesn't want to take the 
risk. Even the best laid plans can be 
defeated by changes in government 
policy regarding taxes, exchange 
rates or the budget. The tax system 
alone is enough to drive even an 
oldtimer crazy. 

For years the government wasn’t 
even taring some companies, both 
because of inadequate tax laws and 
because of inflation. Then it passed a 
whole series of tax taws which are so 
complicated that even assessors 
don’t understand them. 

For every group of factory work¬ 
ers a man employs, he must also 
employ clerks who correspond end¬ 
lessly with officials who flood them 
with yellow form letters pouring 
endlessly out of computers. 

Then, every once in a while, the 
country runs short on foreign curren¬ 
cy, forcing the government to Hunt 
foreign exchange deals in a way that 
makes international trade difficult. 
No wonder the economy stopped 
growing several years ago. 

The new generation of Israeli's 
which didn’t five through World War 
0 and the War of Independence 
prefer the freedom of the West. The 
yordhn are of this generation. 

They must be allowed the chance 
to scrabble for success in a free 
market,, and be rewarded with the 
fruits of their labour. They must be 
given a chance to succeed - here in 
Israel, not in the diaspora.

The duty-free shops at Ben- 
Gurion Airport are more expensive 
than 33 out of 20 similar, shops 
around the world, but according to 
the State Comptroller the IAA did 
nothing to press the concession- 
naires to reduce their prices, 
although a 1984 survey revealed the 
tacts. Moreover, the contracts with 
the lessees had been extended uatil 
1987. 

The same uncritical attitude was 
seen in the authority's handling of 
the reports of its own official 
assigned to inspect the standard of 
services at the airport. The State 
■Comptroller examined 51 reports 
| _ made by the inspector - and 36 of 
' them were critical of the quality of 
the restaurants and fast-food stands. 
Nevertheless, the authority ex¬ 
tended die caterers’ concession until 
April 1987. 

The authority was also negligent 
in maintaining standards at its fire 
fighting units. Those units must be 
able to extinguish a fire in an aircraft 
within a few minutes before the 
plane’s tael tanks catch fire and the 
entire plane, with hundreds of pas¬ 
sengers inside, may be engulfed. 

The report said some of the fire 
trucks at Ben-Gurion Airport were 
obsolete and there was no proper 
training programme for their crews. 
Moreover, the official responsible 
for directing the fire fighting units at 
airports bad not been to Eilat during 
the 11 months which preceded the 
inspection. Two of the three fire 


trucks at Eilat were out of order, the 
report said. 

The Comptroller then went on to 
criticize a system by which El AJ was 
subsidized to the tune of several 
million dollars — although he did not 
spell this out In so many words. He 
said that El Al regularly knocked 40 
peT cent off the bills the Airport 
Authority sent it. (There was one 
exception, the airport tax, which the 
airlines collect from passengers on 
the authority's behalf.) 

The Airports Authority contested 
El Al’s practice, and the parties then 
settled for a 30.5 per cent reduction. 

The Comptroller said that from 
April to September 1985 alone, the 
reductions totalled S2.7 million. 

The preferred excuse for the prac¬ 
tice was that El Al in its turn pro¬ 
vided the authority with many ser¬ 
vices. The Comptroller’s examina¬ 
tion established, however, that El Al 
did not provide enough services to 
justify such a huge reduction. 

In some cases Ei Al just ignored 
the authority's bills, and by March 
1984 they totalled 8700,000. The 
parties then re-negotiated the debt, 
with the authority writing off 
$400,000. 

The report’s last chapter discusses 
pensioning off the Airport Author¬ 
ity’s spokeswoman, Nitza Tam an - 
though she is still far from the age of 
60. Though it did not mention 
Tamari by name, the report notes 
that she was a tally experienced 
public relations officer and spoke six 
foreign languages. 
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Nevertheless, the authority hired 
someone else - Avi Tsur - to be 
spokesman. Tsur was given a three- 
year contract, although there is no 
proof that the authority issued a 
tender for the job. He lacksa journa¬ 
listic background and speaks no 
foreign languages. 

Tamari decided to leave and 
though she had only 15Vi years 
seniority, she was given a 60 per cent 
pension as well as other benefits, 
which the Comptroller valued at NIS 
90,000. He said there had been no 
justification for shunting her out of 
the way. 

(The report does not mention the 
political background to Tsnr’s 
appointment. Tsur had been an aide 
to deputy agriculture minister 
Michael Dekel and gpt the job after 
Dekel left the ministry and before he 
was appointed deputy defence 
minister. Dekel, Tsur, and Airport 
Authority Director-General Avi 
Gov-Ari axe members of Herut. At 
the moment, however, Tsur is under 
suspension from his job, since he is 
standing trial in connection with 
West Bank land deals.) 


Peres rejects Sharon’s export promotion plan

Industry Minister Ariel Sharon 
yesterday said that the government 
had rejected the most important 
parts of his plan for export promo¬ 
tion . Speaking to the members of the 
Israel-Canada Chamber of Com¬ 
merce he criticized the decision and 
said that, if adopted, his scheme 
would have increased exports by 
$400 million a year. “If we talk about 
renewed economic growth, one of 
the main issues should be how to 
boost exports, and therefore I 
drafted a comprehensive plan," he 
said. 


Sharon was speaking one day after 
a meeting with Prime Minister Shi¬ 
mon Peres ended without adopting 
his plan. A spokesman for the pre¬ 
mier’s office said after die meeting 
that Peres wanted to discuss the issue 
further before reaching any deri¬ 
sion. 

But from Sharon’s declarations it 
emmged that he was pessimistic ab¬ 
out'the chances of tas ptah, : which' 
was based on increased subsidies arid 


incentives for exporters, especially 
those selling to the American mar¬ 
ket. The Treasury had from the 
outset been strongly opposed. Its 
officials stressed that the plan would 
not only be to costly, but creare great 
distortions in the economy. The offi¬ 
cials insisted that the plan could cost 
up to $200ra. 

According to the officials Peres 
rejected the main points of the plan, 
particularly those dealing with a 6 
per cent increase m the payments to 
exporters to the U.S. from exchange 
rate insurance schemes and the 
granting of enlarged aid to industries 
which increased their exports by 5 
per cent or more. Other parts of 
Sharon’s plan were adopted, espe¬ 
cially those dealing with the promo¬ 
tion of marketing. 

The officials said the premier had 
been impressed during the meeting 
by the detailed rebuttal arguments 
offered by the Treasury. Top Fi¬ 
nance Ministry officials briefed the 
Prime Minister at length about the 
harm the plan would do by raising 
export subsidies. “Before the meet¬ 


ing Peres was almost prepared to 
grant Sharon’s demands, but be later 
changed his mind," they said. 

The Association of Electronics In¬ 
dustries in Israel this week sent a 
letter to the Ministerial Economic 
Committee asking for urgent relief 
from the difficulties the industry 
feces. 

The association said that inflation 
had risen by 53 per cent since July 
1985, while the dollar exchange rate 
remained frozen. It added that in the 
last months there has been a large 
drop in orders from the Defence 
Ministry and a reduction in the aid 
given by way of export financing 
credits. 

The association’s complaints have 
been echoed by Sharon, who has 
said that the profitability of exports 
bad dropped below acceptable 
levels. The Treasury, for its part, 
stated that profitability is still above' 
the. minimum tolerable level. It 
added that if there has been a drop in 
profits, its cause must be sought in 
“under the table" wage, increases 
granted by the electronics industry in’ 
recent months.

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For Israel’s sake 

FIVE DAYS, it seems, should have been enough time for the 
inner cabinet to devise a respectable, orderly and safe way out 
of the GSS imbroglio. But all the cabinet did this week in the 
case was to strike a blow at the attorney-general by allowing 
Justice Minister Yitzhak Moda’i to appoint a special aide who 
would advise him on it. Mr. Moda’i then appointed Dr. Amnon 
Goldenberg, one of the country’s leading jurists, to that ad hoc 
post. 

Yesterday Dr. Goldenberg denied that the post had been 
offered to him or that he had accepted it, explaining that he 
only meant to “exchange views” with the justice minister, as 
had been his wont before. This does not reduce the offence of 
the purported appointment itself one whit. 

Precedents were cited yesterday for the government Engag¬ 
ing lawyers in private practice to serve as its counsel in special 
cases. No precedent, however, could be cited for a special aide 
being brought in from the outside with the obvious purpose of 
wresting authority from the attorney-general, when the latter 
was at odds with the government on an issue of fundamental 
principle. The naming of Dr. Goldenberg can only be seen as a 
deliberate slap in the face for Prof. Yitzhak Zamir for refusing 
to bow down - as is his right - to the cabinet’s judgment that 
national security would be badly hanned by the investigation of 
suspicions against the chief of the General Security Service. 

The cabinet’s approval of the special-aide idea mig ht have 
been considered tolerable if Dr. Goldenberg were at least an 
impartial and disinterested observer in the case. But, in fact, he 
had been deeply involved in the Ashkelon bus inquiry as 
counsel to Tat-Aluf Yitzhak Mordechai, the original target of 
charges in the killing, by the security«forces, of two of the bus 
hijackers after their capture. Without Dr. Goldenberg’s con¬ 
tribution, such as it was, to that inquiry the GSS chief might not 
have been under a cloud today. 

That may have been one reason for Dr. Goldenberg’s earlier 
rejection of the offer of the attorney-general’s post. The later 
invitation to him to help the cabinet bypass the incumbent. 
Prof. Zamir, is an index of the bewilderment, confusion and 
nervousness which appear to have gripped the cabinet as it 
futilely clutches at straws to escape the inevitability of a proper 
judicial inquiry. 

Not that the cabinet is completely united in its views on the 
“Shalom affair.” Unlike his Likud predecessor and would-be 
successor. Premier Shimon Peres has enough sense not to make 
it an actual casus belli against Prof. Zamir, nor a reason to 
curtail the attorney-general’s powers for good. But Mr. Peres, 
too, keeps insisting', even while vaguely suggesting that he 
might be prepared for a compromise, that he cannot permit the 
brave anti-terrorist fighters of the GSS to expose the secrets of 
their trade in court, and therefore to be probed either. 

Yet the fact is that the GSS is not, and has never been, above 
the law. When necessary, its operatives stand trial before a 
disciplinary court chaired by a civilian district court judge. The 
findings of just such a court in the Ashkelon bus incident gave 
rise to accusations of perversion of truth and obstruction of 
justice levelled by three GSS operatives, two of them top 
officials, against their chief. 

Perhaps the most bizarre aspect of the “affair” has been the 
premier’s blind faith in the veracity of Mr. Shalom, and his 
readiness to impugn the integrity of the GSS’s former deputy 
chief Reuven Hazak. Only an independent inquiry could settle 
the conflict between their two versions of events, and without 
the conflict being thus settled the GSS would be in grave danger 
of internal disarray and its word might easily become mud in 
courts trying terrorists. 

But perhaps it is not so much .the threat to the efficient 
working of the GSS that disturbs the cabinet as the fear that 
charges flung at it might bounce off and hit the nation’s political 
leadership - for having, either expressly or implicitly, sanc¬ 
tioned acts that do not conform to the GSS’s supposed norms of 
conduct. This would indeed be unfortunate, but it could not be 
avoided by simply ducking the issue of ultimate responsibility. 

Israel’s leaders cannot have it both ways. They cannot 
protest before the whole wide world, and cause their own 
people to believe, that this country’s security forces do not kill 
captured fighters, even if they happen to be armed terrorists, 
yet allow the exact opposite to be done, if it is. 

It is not for the sake of two dead terrorists that the issue is 
being joined, and a cover-up is being resisted, but for the sake 
of Israel’s soldiers, who might be taken prisoner in the fnture. 
And for the sake of Israel itself, as a moral entity.

whipping small children and kicking 
pregnant women. 

Dennis Gouldman, head of the! 
Justice Ministry's international sec¬ 
tion, said Israel has not sought to 
extradite any of these suspects. Tm 
not going to say why in each case we 
do [decide to extradite] and why we 
don't. I’m just giving the situation as 
it exists.’' Gouldman said. 

‘The U.S. has set up a special 
office with I don't know how many 
millions of dollars. Something like 
that doesn't exist in Israel. We're 
making the most of the minimal 
resources we have.” 

Efraira Zureff, a Holocaust expert 
and former director of the Simon 
WTesenthal Centre in Los Angeles' 
said financial constraints should not 
be an issue. “Israel is the country 
that's supposed to look out for the 
interests of the victims and see that 
these guys don’t slip away,” Zuroff 
said. “That's the moral obligation of 
this country -to see that the murder¬ 
ers of the Jewish people come to 
justice.” 

Four suspected war c riminals have 
already left the United States before 


'being formally deported. In some 
cases they fled to countries such as 
Venezuela and Costa Rica, that have 
no extradition treaties with Israel. 

Bohdan Koziy, accused of partici¬ 
pating in the murder of hundreds of 
Ukrainian Jews, moved to Costa 
.Rica in 1985. Valerian Trifa, the 
Romanian archbishop accused of in¬ 
citing a 1941 pogrom in Bucharest, 
left for Portugal in 1984. 

Less well-known are the cases of 
Anatoly Hrusitzky, allegedly a 
' Ukranian police officer involved in 
murdering Jews, who fled to Vene¬ 
zuela in 1984 when the U.S. moved 
to take away his citizenship. Joseph 
Kisielaitis, accused of belonging to 
the Lithuanian Second Battalion, 
fled to Canada in 1985 after the U.S. 
filed a deportation request. 

In addition to the 12 deportation 
cases, the OSI is trying to strip 12 
other suspected war criminals of 
their citizenship, Wolf said. Among 
them is Vladimir SokoLov-Samarin, 
who resigned from his teaching posi¬ 
tion at Yale University in 1976 after 
it had been revealed that he had 
written anti-Semitic editorials for a 
pro-Nazi newspaper.

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SO MUCH has been said and writ¬ 
ten during this dramatic week about 
the problem we are in, that there is a 
danger of forgetting how we got into 
it - and where we might end up if 
Premier Peres’s approach wins the 
day. 

We got into it because of the 
occupation. 

That sounds trite, but it needs to 
be remembered. What happened 
that night at Deir al-Balah was a 
microcosm - an extreme-case micro¬ 
cosm - of the violence that is trans¬ 
acted day and night in towns and 
refugee camps throughout Gaza and 
the West Bank. 

Arabs act hostilely towards 
Israelis and Israelis beat Arabs. 

That is the essence of the dialogue 
between occupier and occupied. 
Nineteen years ago people spoke of 
an “enli gh tened occupation.’' But 
by now enlightened people have 
Learned that there is no such thing. 

Violence is the language and leit¬ 
motif of Israel's rule over its admi¬ 
nistrative areas, no matter how hard 
we all pretend to ignore it. The most 
casual contact between Israeli and 
Arab in the territories is suffused by 
potential violence. 

The Shin Bet, professionals, are 
sparing and selective.

THE MEDIA furore over the 
attorney-general’s determination to 
submit suspicions against the head of 
the General Security Service (GSS) 
to a police investigation for possible 
prosecution came one week after a 
s imil ar media furore over the revela¬ 
tions of the Wald Report on army 
preparedness, performance and 
long-range p lanning . There are cer¬ 
tain .similari ties between the two. 

They are both indicative of the 
crisis of confidence in the top politic¬ 
al and professional leadership in the 
all-important field of security. This is 
a crisis that has been going on since 
the traumatic impact of the Yom 
Kippmr War, in which hundreds of 
thousands of Israelis were witnesses 
to the failings of their leaders in this 
area of national and personal life and 
death. 

In the post-Yom Kippur War 
period, criticism of the army which 
had formerly been taboo, sometimes 
went to foe opposite extreme of 
untrammelled mud-slinging. After 
relative quiescence, public confi¬ 
dence in the leadership in the secur¬ 
ity field was again badly shaken by 
the evidence of wrong-headedness, 
duplicity and vicious infighting at the 
top around the recent war in Leba¬ 
non. 

Prior to tins breakdown in confi¬ 
dence, AIuf-Mishne Wald’s prede¬ 
cessors would never have gone pub¬ 
lic with wholesale charges about the 
“mediocrity” of the army command 
on which this country’s very life 
depends. Justly or unjukly, disgrun¬ 
tled officers of the security service 
would never have gone to the High 


uniformed border policemen slap 
people around as a matter of course. 
And worst of all, ordinary khaki- 
clad soldiers of die IDF, clerks and 
taxi-drivers doing their reserve stint, 
and youngsters just inducted often 
follow suit 

This casual, constant violence is 
not “beating” in the KGB or Deir 
al-Balah sense of the term. But the 
dividing-line is vague. And the lon¬ 
ger the occupation lasts, the more 
pervasive the violence becomes, and 
the more blurred that dividing-line. 

IF PREMIER PERES wins the day, 
be mil have established a precedent 
that has a certain inner logic to it. 
The head of the Shin Bet, because of 
the especially secret and supremely 
responsible nature of his job, will 
have the duty of telling the truth and 
the whole truth to only one man - his 
boss, the prime minister of the day. 
To other people, including judges 
and commissions of inquiry, he can 
lie if be has to. 

Such a rule is easily justifiable. 
The shadowy world of state security 
is necessarily permeated with un¬ 
truth and dissimulation. Patriots and 
heroes live in it so that the rest of us 
can live freely and safely, and always 
tell the truth. 

Given the supremely moral need 
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for a service like the Shin Bet, there 
is nothing inherently imm oral in the 
doctrine which Peres is postulating. 

But it is inherently, dangerous, 
because Shimon Peres cannot deter¬ 
mine the morality of his successors as 
prime minister, and of the men those 
successors will appoint as heads of 
the Shin Bet. 


This writer will sleep comfortably 
on October 14, when Yitzhak Sha¬ 
mir takes over responsibility for the 
S hin Bet. And presumably Peres 
will, too. 

But what of Shamir's successor, to 
be elected by the unpredictable mass 
w him of the Herut Central Commit¬ 
tee?

Such evidence as has emerged to 
date in the issue of the head of toe 
GSS would seem to indicate similar 
mishandling and erroneous assess¬ 
ments and decisions by Prime Minis¬ 
ter Shimon Peres. The main proof of 
this is the very fact that the matter 
has blown up and come into the 
light, when it should have been set¬ 
tled secretly. Settled; not simply left 
to ride, in the hope that somehow it 
would all work out for toe best 

The first spate of media comment 
on this latest issue has sought to put 
it into terms of toe supremacy'of the 
law over security, with toe principle 
of toe public’s right to know thrown 
in for good measure. The truth is 
that there are no absolutes in the 
.application of these principles, 
which sometimes, unavoidably, 
clash. 

Take toe rule of law. This is never 
an absolute, even in toe most firmly- 
established democracies, in a time of 
war. And in case no one has noticed, 
Israel continues to be very much in a 
state of war, not only in toe formal 
sense, but in toe very real sense of a 
continued military threat to its exist¬ 
ence and a terrorist threat to the lives 
and security of its individual inhabi¬ 
tants. 

When toe American democracy 
was last under such threat, democrat 
Franklin Roosevelt interned Amer¬ 
icans of Japanese descent in concen¬ 
tration camps and placed suspected 
sympathizers of Germany under FBI 
surveillance. More recently in a silly 
little war in toe Falklands, in which 
Britain was under no direct threat. 
Prime Minister Thatcher denied toe 
media the free exercise of toeir right 
to know and to inform the British 
public. 

Here at home, there are clear 
limitations on toe rule of law. One of 
the attorney-general's major powers 
is his discretion to decide not to 
prosecute, even when toe automatic 
application of toe principle of the 
equality of everyone before toe law 
would dictate an opposite course. 

The most obvious case of toe 
flouting of toe principle of equality 
before the law is our exaggerated 
practice of parliamentary immuni ty, 
of which many of toe loudest propo¬ 
nents of the absolute rule of law are 
toe main beneficiaries. 

Just a year ago, the attorney 
general used his discretion to flout 
the rule of law by acquiescing in the 
release of over 1,000 Palestinian and 
other terrorists, including a signifi¬ 
cant number of brutal murderers 
who had been sentenced under the 
rule of law. 

These principles are never abso¬ 
lutes, and wheu they clash it is a 
question of which is the overriding 
one. In toe present case, it would 
seem that Attorney-General Zamir
